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RICHARDSON BILL HEARING § 


There has been in progress at Wash- 
ington during the past week or two a 
hearing before the committee in inter- 
state and foreign commerce of the 
lower House of Congress on what is 
generally spoken of as the Richardson 
bill. Reports covering this hearing ap- 
pear in our Washington correspond- 
ence. The purpose of the bill is to 
strengthen the Food and Drugs Act. 

It is too early yet to predict with any 
degree of certainty what the fate of the 
bill before the committee is to be; much 
less is anyone able to what the 
full law-making body will do when the 
committee draft comes up for final ac- 
tion. Chairman Adamson, of Georgia, 
is said to be opposed to any amend- 
ment to the act of June 30, 1906, at the 
present session of Congress, and that 
is understood in some: quarters to be 
the reason he is not presiding at the 
hearings but permitting his brother 
representative from Alabama, Mr. 
Richardson, next in rank and sponsor 
for the bill, to occupy the chief seat 
for the time being. Many men in the 
proprietary medicine trade, opposed to 
the passage of the act in the first place, 
are doing what they can to prevent 
any amendment to it which will have 
the effect of patching up its weak 
places, and in their opposition they are 
deriving a certain amount of aid and 
comfort from wholesale druggists and, 
to a less extent, from the retailers, rep- 
resentives of both of which branches of 
the trade object to certain provisions 
of the bill. 

On the other hand, President Taft, in 
an emergency message sent to Con- 
gress last summer, urged that body so 
to amend the Food and Drugs Act as 
to make it applicable to certain abuses 
practiced by nostrum men which the 
Supreme Court, in the Johnson cancer 
cure case, had said could not be 
reached by the law as it stands. Lined 
up with the President, we believe, in 
his desire to protect the public are 
not only the public itself, but a large 


say 
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portion of the men engaged in supply- 
ing the public with ready-made house- 
hold remedies and other medicinal 
preparations, these latter men realizing 
that a law which will protect the pub- 
lic, as proposed by the President, 
will at the same time rid the medi- 
cine business of much of the stigma 
that now attaches to it. 

Whether Congress will amend the 
Food and Drugs Act at this session or 
at some other session, is simply a mat- 
ter of chronology. That the act needs 
strengthening is a conviction shared, 
perhaps, by all who have studied the 
situation and are not blinded by self- 
interest. Neither the wholesale nor 
the retail drug trade opposes the Rich- 
ardson bill except as to certain of its 
details. The public, for whose benefit 
the original act was passed, and in 
whose interest the amend- 
ments have drawn, body 
whose welfare be in 
all legislative 
ment” is the poeple. 
if no higher motive, should lead the 
trade offer constructive aid rather 
than blind opposition to those who are 
striving to make the law better. This 
kind of sid the more enlightened por- 
tion of the trade rendering. We 
hope it will prove effectual in securing 
the passage of such amendments to the 
Act of June 30, 1906, will help the 
trade by helping the public.

QUININE’S QUICKENED PACE. 


Quinine again seems to have found 
something like its old pace, one of the 
sharpest advances in many years fea- 
turing the market on Friday and es- 
tablishing it at nineteen and one-half 
cents for bulk, the highest point since 
November, 1905, when a twenty-cent 
basis was in effect. This apreciation 
following that of April 138, when 
makers’ prices were subjected to their 
first turn for more than three years 
from a fourteen to a sixteen cent level, 
invests the market with a degree of in- 
terest that proves a welcome relief from 
the monotony of recent years. The late 
enhancement is directly associated with 
the material gain in the bark unit, as 
evidenced at last Thursday’s Amster- 
dam auction, While recent develop- 
ments had keyed the expectations of the 
local trade to an appreciable increase in 
bark value, scarcely any one was pre- 
pared for the realization of a thirty 
per cent. rise from 3.40 to 4.42 Dutch 
cents. The latter marks the highest 
point reached at the Amsterdam auc- 
tions since the eighth sale of 1907. Justi- 
fication for the flurry at last week’s 
event is seemingly at hand in the con- 
tinued curtailment of bark shipments 
from Java to Europe, so far this year. 
A significant basis of comparison is 
offered by the total of the first four 
months of 3,244,000 Dutch pounds, with 
that of the corresponding period of last 
year, amounting to 4,897,000 pounds. 
With this decline in the output of bark, 
the oft-repeated story of an under- 
standing among the producers to bring 
the control of the material within 
bounds to establish its value at a 
premium that must reflect upon quinine 
prices is revived with more impressive 
effect. Even on the strength of a thir- 
ty per cent. increment in bark value, 
the advance in quinine from sixteen to 
nineteen and one-half cents is regarded 
in some quarters as overreaching the 
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mark, an eightecn-cent basis probably 
representing a more commensurate 
level on the usual reckoning of the re- 
lationship between bark and quinine 
values. At any rate, the market has 
assumed a status that renders it much 
more susceptible to interesting devel- 
opments.

According to the patent 
white lead is made by treating lith- 
arge or other lead compounds with a 
Loiling suolution of animo acids, such 
as result on hydrolysis of albuiminoid 
substances and precipitating the lead 
from the solution by passing throvgh 
it a current of carbonic acid gas. As 
the organic acids remain in solution 
when the white Jead is precipitated, the 
liquor can he used continuously for 
dissolving more litharge.

Convicted on Drug Cure Fraud 
Charge,

St. Louis, May 2, 1912. 


R. C. Bruce and Dr. R. C. Prewitt, 
manufacturers of ‘‘Habitina,” charged 
with sending poisons and harmful drugs 
to defraud, and whose trial began in the 
United States District Court, St. Louis, 
were found guilty Monday last on two 
charges of the indictment, devising a 
scheme to defraud and using the mails to 
defraud, They were each fined $2,000 and 
sentenced to serve two terms of two and 
five years in Fort Leavenworth Peniten- 
tiary

the Delta Chemical Company, on the 
stand last Saturday, said the company 
had been organized in 190% and that the 
preparation then was called ‘“Morphina 
Cura.’ By an order of the Department of 
Agriculture the name was changed to 
‘“‘Habitina.”’” The preparation was not 
changed, 

Expert witnesses called by the govern- 
ment in the last week of the trial denied 
that they had ever known a patient to 
effect a cure by self-treatment. Constant 
care and supervision was necessary, they 
said. Physicians introduced by the de- 


fense also said on cross-examination that 
they could not recall a case where a vic- 
tim of morphine had cured himself. 





Conviction for Using Sulphur Dioxide 
in Candy Sustained.§

Planning for Opening of Menhaden 


Fishing Season. 


OPERATIONS AT CHESAPEAKE BAY 
HAVE BEEN CONSIDERABLY EXTEND- 
ED IN PAST FEW YEARS. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Baltimore, May 2, 1912. 
It might be supposed from the activity 
displayed in the last year in the construc- 
tion of new steamers for the menhaden 


fishing fleet in the lower Chesapeake Bay 
that a considerable increase in the catch 
and a corresponding gain in the quantity 
of fish scrap to, be placed on the market 
might be expected. At the end of last 
year the fleet numbered some 46 or 47 
vessels, and since then three or four more 
have been built, all being about 150 feet 
long and equipped with every modern de- 
vice to facilitate the setting of nets and 
expedite the catch. Persons familiar with 
the industry, however, are not convinced 
that an actual increase in the catch will 
result unless the new vessels are large 
enough to go outside the bay and thus 
bring within the activities of the fleet 
more territory than was heretofore cov- 
ered, They assert that the fishing grounds 
like everything else, have their limits, an 

that a larger number of vessels at work 
does not necessarily mean a larger yield 
ot fish scrap and oil. Unless the opera- 
tiuns of the fleet can be expanded, these 
observers say, it may easily happen that 
the limited catch will simply be distrib- 
uted between a greater number of fishing 
vessels, 

The tentative statement is made that 
for the last six or seven years the catch 
per vessel has been steadily diminishing, 
and that a still further reduction is to be 
expected with each addition to the fleet. 
It is the belief of men experienced in the 
trade that each year about the same num- 
ber of fish pass into the bay, and that 
the expansion of the fleet has had no 
other result than to divide the total catch 
between an increasing number of boats. 
With some of the vessels going outside 
the capes, the situation would assume a 
different aspect. It would then become a 
question of bringing within the effective 
scope of the vessels a larger area, with a 
necessarily greater, degree of productive- 
ness, and it would follow as a matter of 
course that the more fishing vessels, the 
bigger the catch, 


Experience has shown that every set of 
the nets yields from 20,000 to 80,000 fish. 
Far more often than not the smallest 
number is secured. Very frequently, it 
also happens that a set is without result. 
With a vessel having a capacity of 300,000 
fish, which is about the maximum, and 
the average catch per set put at 20,000 
fish, it follows that not less than fifteen 
sets must be made. It takes about twenty 
minutes actual time to make a set, to be 
sure, but attending to various other de- 
tails consumes considerable time, so that 
it is safe to say that each set will con- 
sume an hour, if the fish are running. 
This does not allow for the time when 
there are no fish in sight and the vessel 
is steaming about, on the lookout for 
schoois. But culculating that a set is 
made every hour, fifteen hours would be 
required to fill a boat to its capacity. 
The time during which vessels can work 
is also limited, the fleet being restricted 
to the hours of daylight. Estimating that 
at least half the sets are fruitless, it fol- 
lows that a vessel cannot be filled in less 
than three days. From this it is cant 
seen that the operations of vessels will 
be limited, no matter how many craft 
are cn the grounds, especially as wind and 
tide often complicate matters, tangling 
nets and causing various other complica- 
tions which consume time. 


The menhaden firms, however, have been 
gradually extending their work, and their 
vessels have attained a size which enables 
them to go outside. To be sure, they have 
many days when they are practically 
forced to be idle, high winds and other 
unfavorable weather conditions making it 
impossible to work. But the profitable- 
ness of the fisheries must be increasing, 
for larger sums are being invested in craft 
end other necessary paraphernalia. The 
eccst of a modern steamer is probably 
several times that of the old time sailing 
vessel, and this increased cost would hard- 
ly be justified unless the effectiveness 
of a steamer were so much greater. The 
price of fish scrap has been kept up to a 
remarkable degree, ruling considerably 
higher than the quotations on other ani- 
mal ammoniates. It is also to be said in 
this connection that the run of herring 
has been so heavy this spring that the 
fish could not be worked up fast enough 
in the factories preparing them as food, 
and large quantities have been sold to the 
fish factories for scrap. 

The fishing steamer, Margaret, built for 
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the Bellows & Squires Company, of Ocran, 
Va., has been completed at the machine 
shops of the E, J. Cood Company, of Bal- 
timore, where the vessel received her 
boilers and machinery. She had her trial 
trip last Tuesday and has gone to her 
home port, where she will be put into 
commission next Monday. The Margaret 
is 140 feet long, with 23 feet beam and a 
draft of 9 feet. She is equipped with elec- 
tric lights and also has a search light. 
She was named after Captain Joseph F. 
Bellows’ daughter, who, with her mother 
and a number of guests, enjoyed the trial 
trip down the river.

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Sulphur Mining in Louisiana 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, May 3, 1912. 
The subject of sulphur mining by a 
pumping process is discussed by the 
United States Geological Survey in a 


statement just issued. In view of the re- 
cent decisions by the government bearing 
upon sulphur importations from Sicily, 
Japan, etc., under different conditions of 
production, the following statement by 
the Survey will be of interest to the 
trade:— 

Seven or eight years ago the imports of 
Sicilian sulphur amounted to more than 
100,000 long tons. With the growth of the 
sulphur industry in Louisiana, the imports 
of Sicilian sulphur in the United States have 
become almost a negligible quantity, the en- 
tire imports from Italy for 1910 being but 
10,704 tons. The production of sulphur in 
the United States for 1910 was 255,534 tons, 
valued at $4,605,112, the great bulk of which 
came from Louisiana. 

The mining of sulphur in Loutsiana is an 
interesting process. The sulphur deposi 
situated near Lake Charles, lies about 
feet beneath the surface and is about 100 
feet thick. Beds of quicksand overlying the 
sulphur render the sinking of shafts impos- 
sible, and the sulphur is, therefore, pumped 
to the surface. A well is driven through 
the numerous strata to the sulphur impreg- 
nated beds, in much the same manner as is 
usual in sinking wells for oil and gas. In 
each well there are placed concentrically 
four lines of pipe, having diameters rangin, 
from ten inches to one inch. Superheate 
water and hot air are forced down the pipes 
and the spaces between them to melt the 
sulphur and to bring it to the surface, The 
hot water flows down between the two outer 
pipes, which are, respectively, ten inches and 
six inches in diameter, and passes into the 
sulphur-bearing mass, melting the sulphur. 
The quantity of sulphur melted and the 
range of action of the water depend on the 
temperature of the water and on the pres- 
sure at which it is supplied. The heavy 
melted sulphur runs back into the sump 
around the bottom of the well pipe, which 
it enters through holes provided for this 
purpose. Hot compressed air is forced down 
through the smallest or one-inch pipe, and 
at the bottom of the well mixes with the 
melted sulphur and forms an areated mass 
sufficiently low in specific gravity to allow 
the water pressure to elevate the melted 
sulphur to the surface, where it its dis- 
charged into large rectangular vats, con- 
structed of rough planking. The dimensions 
of the vats vary somewhat, but they are 
made as large as 350 by 250 by 40 feet, and 
some of them are so arranged that rail- 
road trains can pass between them. After 
the sulphur has cooled and solidified it is 
regularly mined the same as if it were a 
natura] deposit.

5,971,302 gallons, considerably above the 


average for the year thus far. Since

gallons shipped out of Philadelphia, while 
for the same period in 1911 the exports 
amounted to 111,206,957 gallons.

While a fair percentage of the current 
receipts at Minneapolis is Canadian. 
quite a little spring-thrashed Northwest- 
ern flaxseed is coming in. This is, as a 
general rule, averaging much better in 
quality than exvected, and is netting the 
producer good. returns. The Canadian 
seed is also fairly satisfactory und 1s 
coming mostly from interior Western 
Canada points, although some is also 
shipped here from Port Arthur and Fort 
William. The low rates on flaxseed from 
Western Canada to Duluth are to re- 
fnain in effect’ for a few weeks vet, and 
will probably result in fair receipts of 
Canadian, seed.in the meantime. 

Minneapolis receipts for the week ended 
April 27 decreased 23,200 bushels, amount- 
ing to 88,800 bushels, compared’ with 23,100 
a year ago. Shipments were 21,660 bushels 
against 7,840. Public elevator stocks at 
Mitineipolis for the week increased a 
ittle over 4,000 bushels. In the same week 
yuJuth received 58,285 bushels of North- 
Western flaxseed, and 31.700 of Canadian, 
A yeur ago Duluth’s total receipts were 
only. 3,505 bushels. Shipments for the 
week. were 33,225 bushels of domestic seed, 
and 52,785... Canadian. Stocks increased 
bs 4 rut 5,000 bushels 

Notwithstanding the high prices that 
are ruling at Duluth, the cash _ trades 
reported from there in the last week have 
been! relatively light. Crushers took only 
very small quantities.

Duluth 
reported a good many cars of no grade 
seed being carried over on track unsold. 
Tuyers showed little disposition to take 
hold of this class of seed unless at stiff 
discounts.

20c. under, according to quality and con- 
dition Wet, lightweight seed is rot 
wanted. 

Prices have fluctuated within a very 
narrow range this week. It is evident 
that the policy of the buyer has been to let 
ibe seller make the market. Were the 
jatter to come in with heavy o‘ferings, 
the buyer would be the one to benefit, as 
the market would then undoubtedly fall 
ot: its own weight without any sustaining 
forces back of it. tlolders of seed, how- 
ever, appear to have every contidence in 
prices and liave not been at all aggressive 
in selling. 

Prices at Minneapolis are about at a 
standstill with a week ago. Compared 
with-a year ago, they are 44@46c, a bushel 
lower.

the lightest for some time. 

Consumptive demand is fairly good and 
jobbers and others are taking deliveries 
freely on old contracts. They are not, 
however, disposed to place fresh orders 
now except where necessary to replenish 
stocks, as they regard prices as too high. 
As a general rule, local mills report sales 
as small and scattering, only one an- 
nouncing anything like normal trade. 
This mill seems to be enjoying a good 
trade and reports fairly large sized sales 
to jobbers, paint grinders, etc., at top 
prices. The others, for the time being, are 
doing little. One local mill reports fair 
inquiry from and sales to smaller mills 
that prefer to buy oil to fill their orders 
with rather than purchase seed on the 
present market. 

It is said that there is considerable 
price-cutting going on at different points 
in central States and BPastern territory 
among specutalive crushers who have 
stocks of seed and oil on hand, and vari- 
ous inducements are offered to buyers to 
take hold, such as carload prices for 
small lots, ete. 

Raw linseed oil is quoted in Minneapolis 
to-day on the basis of 69c. gallon, in car 
lots f. o. b. 

The outlook for oil 
to be promising, but 
optimistic as they were a month or two 
ago. There is considerable painting in 
prospect all over the country, but for one 
reason or another it is being delayed, and 
although heavy trading was looked for 
before this it has not yet materialized. 
it is thought that buyers are economizing 
wherever possible and are using substi- 
tutes to a greater or less extent. 


LINSEED OIL CAKE AND MEAL. 

‘The, by-products of the linseed oil mills 
are in good demand, both at home and 
abroad. Linseed oil cake is in good re- 
quest for export, bids being received from 
Kastern exporters and Continental im- 
vorleis at satisfactory prices. Minnea- 
polis, oil mills are selling their surplus 
output as manufactured and could easily 
sell far in advance were they in position 
to do so. It is not unusual for the mills 
here to receive bids on good sized quan- 
tities for shipment up to December next, 
and in some cases up until next spring. 
With the seed and oil markets in their 
present unsettled condition, however, it 
would not be advisable for the mills to 
enter into transactions for deferred deliv- 
ery. Offerings are somewhat limited, as 
mills bave a good many unfilled contracts 
on their books that will absorb their pro- 
duction for some little time to come. 
Prices are firm and unchanged at $31 ton, 
f. o. b. Minneapolis, for any shipment 
from now up until December. 

Domestic inquiry for linseed oil meal 
is unusually good, considering the ad- 
vanced season. Country dealers were tak- 
ing meal more readily last week than for 
some time past, and straight car lot sales 
were not exceptional. In addition to this, 
feed brokers report good inquiry for meal 
in mixed cars with other feeding stuffs at 
top prices. Quotations are firm and in 
some cases dlc. ton higher, ranging from 
42.50 to 4) per ton, f. o. b., Minnea- 
polis in ear lots.

There have 
been plenty of bids as fast as the flaxseed 
has been placed upon the market, yet the

bids have not at any time caused any ex- 
traordinary bulge. The fluctuation of the 
flaxseed prices has been within a very 
narrow range, whether offers were plenti- 
ful or scarce. Such has the market been 
for several weeks. For the week ending 
to-day the average of the closing prices 
ot cash fiaxseed is $2.17%, the same as the 
average for the week before, 

Thrashing has been going on extensively 
in the fiax fields of North Dakota, and 
aus a natural result the receipts at Du- 
luth and Minneapolis together have been 
increasing. Duluth has received a larger 
share of the increase, because the Min- 
neapolis crushers have not been bidding 
the Duluth price for the flax. On the con- 
trary, the Minneapolis bids most of the 
time have been from three to three and a 
half cents under the Duluth price. Min- 
neapolis still receives more cars of flax- 
seed than Duluth, but is making no effort 
to get them. Her crushers are pretty 
well supplied just now. Duluth receipts 
thereiore have been increasing much fast- 
er. Duluth shipments have also been in- 
creasing, but not nearly so fast as the 
receipts. Certain interests, desiring to 
kecp up the Duluth price, have been buy- 
ing the seed and storing it away in Du- 
luth elevators. It is said that this is done 
for the purpose of keeping up the price 
of linseed oil. 

The receipts and shipments of bonded 
llaxseed have been dropping off since the 
opening of navigation. These have little 
or no effect on the Duluth market, since 
the bonded seed is handled by Canadian 
interests through the Duluth port and by 
Duluth shipping facilities, merely as a 
matter of convenience. It is Canadian 
seed and might as well be at Port Ar- 
thur for all the effect it has on the 
movement of the Duluth flaxseed market. 

The foreign quotations that have been 
received during the week ending to-day 
have been, on the whole, bearish. Flax- 
seed is slightly lower at Winnipeg, Buenos 
Ayres and Iondon than it was a week ago, 
yet the declines have been so slight that 
they have had little effect on the Duluth 
market. The Winnipeg receipts have been 
much heavier during’ the week ending to- 
day than they were before, by reason of 
the extensive thrashing that has been be- 
gun on the tlaxseed farms of Saskatche- 
wan. It is estimated that about a third 
of the whole 1911 yield of flaxseed of the 
province of Saskatchewan was allowed to 
remain under the snow all winter, because 
farmers did not get a chance to thrash 
it all in the fall. The increased receipts 
on the Winnipeg market have begun to 
tell on the Winnipeg price, which is about 
2% cents lower than it was a week ago. 

Duluth brokers are of the opinion that 
with the receipts of flaxseed increasing 
at both Duluth and Winnipeg, and the 
Winnipeg price going down, it is only a 
question of a short time when Duluth flax- 
seed must sell considerably below its pres- 
ent level. To hold up the Duluth market 
by deliberate manipulation under such 
circumstances is becoming more and more 
of an expensive undertaking. No. 1 North- 
western has been selling at Winnipeg al- 
most as low as $1.94. No. 1 Manitoba is 
usually about there cents cheaper, and 
sometimes five or six cents cheaper, and 
it is about as good as the No. 1 American 
flux. When No. 1 Manitoba gets as low as 
$1.92, it is almost impossible to keep Du- 
luth as high as $2.17, for the margin is 
then as great as the import duty, and the 
Canadian product will seek the highest 
market, as naturally as water seeks the 
lowest level it can reach. Hence, Duluth 
brukers are inclined to look for cheaper 
flaxseed in the near future. They are the 
nore confident of this from the fact that 
their business connections for the most 
part inform them that the demand for lin- 
seed oil is not what it should be at this 
time of the year. Therefore they do not 
expect to see the deliberate buying of Du- 
luth flaxseed just for the maintenance 
of the price go on indefinitely.

Lubricating Oil Duty in Chile, 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, May 3, 1912. 

The foreign tariff section of the Bureau 
of Manufactures has been advised on of- 
ficial authority of the following classifica- 
tion of lubricating oil by the tariff policy 
of Chile:— 

By a decree of the government of Chile it is 
determined that mineral lubricating oil, even 
when it contains some addition of other sub- 
stances, such as vegetable oil or animal oil, 
shall be dutiable under tariff No. 1792, at the 
rate of about 50 cents per 100 pounds, which is 
imposed on fixed oils, not refined, for lubricat- 
ing machinery. 

This decree settles a question which had 
arisen in the administration of the customs, 
as to whether or not the addition of vegetable 
or arimal material would serve to change the 
classificatioa of oil which would otherwise 
fall under the provisions applicable to paraffin, 
petroleum and kerosene oils.

Foreign Tariff Changes. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drng Reporter.) 


Washington, May 3, 1912. 

Advices to the foreign tariff section of 
the Bureau of Manufactures from Italy 
refers to the following changes in duties 
on barium hydroxide:— 

The Italian customs duty on barium hy- 
droxide was increased by decree of March 16, 
1912. from 2 lire per 100 kilos ($0.175 per 100 
pounds) as follows:—Barium hydroxide, crystal- 
ized, 4.50 lire per 100 kilos ($0.304 per 100 
pounds); barium hydroxide, with the water of 
erysta'lization extracted, 8 lire per 100 kilos 
(30.70 per 100 pounés). 

The American minister at The Hague 
advises that the following changes in im- 
port duties have been made in the Neth- 
ertands:— 

By a royal order dated February 23, 1912, the 
rate of Import duty on spirit cf nitrous ether 
is changed from 2.05 florins to 2.35 florins per 
kilo (from 37 to 43 cents per pound), and the 
import duty on similar substances prepare?

Numerous features characterize pres- 
ent trading in paint materials on the 
local market. In the first place actual 
trading in most of the articles of the 
market shows’ improvement. After 
long-continued delay the weather has 
assumed an aspect of spring, and with 
better outside conditions the painting 
season is expected to get under im- 
mediate headway. Consumers are tak- 
ing stocks for immediate delivery and 
with few exceptions contract orders 
are unheard of, this being particularly 
true of linseed oil and the lead prod- 
ucts. Prices are steady for the most 
part, though turpentine reached higher 
figures during the week. Good reports 
from the West and Northwest lead 
local sellers to look for a good demand 
from that quarter as soon as the all- 
water route is opened; this will be felt 
especially in the case of certain ar- 
ticles included under the miscellaneous 
list. Trading in China wood oil has 
been featured for some months be- 
cause of conditions which prevailed in 
that market, and now that supplies are 
reaching this country in good quantity 
the question of quality has arisen and 
prevents trading from resuming its 
routine course. Bidding on supplies for 
Uncle Sam is another feature of the 
market, and it is announced that on 
May 14 bids for navy supplies will be 
opened. These supplies will include 
good sized quantities of such materials 
as raw linseed oil, drier, white zinc in 
oil, dry yellow ocher, lamp black, etc. 
Bids were opened on April 29 by the 
Isthmian Canal Commission calling for 
1,000 gallons black asphaltum varnish, 
and prices submitted ranged from 
76.90c.@$1 per gallon. The situation in 
window glass has been greatly im- 
proved. The labor problem has been 
satisfactorily settled and new discounts 
have been adopted by manufacturers 
and jobbers which give a better mar- 
gin of profit, and these discounts will 
be strictly adhered to in all transac- 
tions, thus eliminating the price-cutting 
which demoralized the trade last year. 
Complete reviews of the linseed oil and 
naval stores markets will be found on 
pages 21 and 24, respectively. For a 
review of the Western seed and oil 
markets see page 12. A complete prices 
current will be found on page 39, sec- 
ond column. Comment on most impor- 
tant items in the paint trade follows:— 


Pig Lead, White Lead, Zines, Etc. 


PIG LEAD.—The market has been 
more active during the week, due to 
selling in certain quarters at prices 


lower than quotation figures. Sales of 
second hands also were more numerous 
and while buyers have not been eager 
to take stocks a good movement has re- 
sulted because of these price induce- 
ments. The desire to sell is more ap- 
parent for early delivery and firmer 
views are held regarding futures, par- 
ticularly as the tariff question is sup- 
posed to be a dead issue. Spot quo- 
tations are held at 4.20c. In St. Louis 
the market has been dull and weaker, 
with 4.07%c, quoted. The London mar- 
ket has fluctuated, but closed at £16 
12s. 6d. 


WHITE LEAD.—Good trading in 
small lots for immediate delivery is the 
feature of the present market. The 
turn of the month brought better 
weather conditions and helped the ac- 
tivity of the market during the latter 
part of the week. Local sellers predict 
that next week will find the trade in 
the midst of an active buying move- 
ment, and reports from other Eastern 
markets indicate a general good de- 
mand for white lead, although outside 
markets are reported as less steady in 
price than is the local market. Quota- 
tions are steadily maintained at 54@ 
5%c for dry white lead, according to 
quantity; lead in oil is quoted at 64%@ 
7e., according to quantity and seller; 
English lead in oil 104%@10%; sublimed 
white lead 5@5%c. 

RED LEAD.—The paint trade is buy- 
ing comparatively large quantities of 
red lead. New business is practically 
all for immediate consumption, with 
searcely any contract orders. Deliv- 
eries are also being called for on exist- 
ing contracts. Prices are steady, with 
6%@7c. quoted for American and 8%@ 
9c. for foreign, less the usual discounts. 

LITHARGE.—The steady position of 
the lead products is reflected in this 
market. Prices are unchanged and con- 
suming demand is improving. The 
rubber trade is still in the market for 
litharge, but present activity is due to 
demand from various divisions of the 
paint trade. Domestic grades are 
quoted at 5%@é6c. and foreign offerings 
are held at 84@84c. 

ORANGE MINERAL. - Foreign 
grades of orange mineral have been in 
better demand during the week and re- 
cent arrivals passed into the hands of 
color manufacturers. Domestic offer- 
ings were in slow but steady demand 
and prices are steady at 8%@l0c. for 





domestic and 12%@l13c, for foreign. 

ZINCS.—Zincs, both foreign and do- 
mestic, are having a very good season 
and consumption from the paint trade 
is increasing in the present market. 
Local sellers report progress in the way 
of new business, and also state that 
the tonnage movement on old contracts 
is satisfactory and much better than in 
the corresponding period of last year.

The board held that an ex- 
amination of the record disclosed no rea- 
sen which would justify the board in 
disturbing the collector’s assessment of 
duty on the merchandise, and his action 
wis therefore affirmed and the protest 
overruled, 


Containers for X-ylidin. 


Iron drums used as containers for 
x-vlidin were assessed with duty at 30 per 
cent. under paragraph 151. Tariff Act of 
1k. The imvorters, Redden & Martin. 
of Newark. N. J., protested against the 
levving of this duty. Followine the 
rvling of the United States Court of Cvs- 
toms Appeals, the board overruled the 
protest. 


Olive O11 in Five-Gallon Tins. 


One hundred cases of olive oil imported 
by La Manna. Azema & Farnan at the 
port of New York were returned by the 
collector as “olive oil in tins, n. s. p. f., 
40c. gal. 38." The United States gauger’s 
return showed that the oil was contained 
in five-gallon tins. The claim that duty 
should have been assessed at the rate of

Copper Vessels for Oil of Lemon. 


Copper vessels, round and of about 
twenty-five pounds capacity, were as- 
sessed with duty at the rate of 30 per 
cent. ad valorem under paragraph 1651, 
Tariff Act of 1909; and this was claimed 
to be in error by M. L. Barrett & Co., of 
Chicago, the importers. The board, in a 
previous abstract, held that coppers con- 
taining oil of lemon were entitled to free 
entry and were not within the scope of 
the provision in paragraph 151 for cylin- 
drical or tubular tanks or vessels. On 
the authority of the Braun case and fol- 
lowing the above-cited ruling, the board 
sustained the claim for free entry ‘as 
raised by the protest. 


Butter Color. 


‘Butter color’ imported by G. W. Shel- 
don & Co, at Chicago was assessed at 30 
per cent. ad valorem under paragraph 56 
of the Tariff Act of 1909. The claim of 
the protestants was that duty should 
have been assessed at the rate of 20 per 
cent. ad valorem under paragraph 480 of 
said act. In passing upon ‘“‘bixine ex- 
tract,”’ an article adapted for use in col- 
oring foodstuffs similar to Persian berry 
extract and chlorophyll, the Board of 
United States General Appraisers held 
that such merchandise was a non-enu- 
merated manufactured article and subject 
to duty at the rate of 20 per cent. ad 
valorem under section 6 of the Tariff Act 
of 1897. In harmony with that decision 
= ae of the protestants was_ sus- 
ained, 


Toilet Articles. 


Small leather cases containing a mirror 
and a metal box attachment from which 
may be drawn, through an opening in 
the surface thereof, small sheets of pow- 
dered and perfumed paper used by 
women for the complexion were assessed 
with duty at the rate of 60 per cent. ad 
valorem under the provisions in para- 
graph 67 of the act of 1909 for non-alco- 
helic toilet articles. Park & Tilford, the 
importers, claimed that duty should have 
been assessed at the rate of 45 per cent. 
ag’ valorem under paragraph 109, or, in 
the alternative, at 40 or ® per cent. ad 
valorein under paragraph 452 of said act. 
in a previous decision the board held that 
similar mirrors in leather cases were du- 
tiable as mirrors under paragraph 109, 
but the exhibit showed that the merchan- 
dise in question was very different from 
those mirrors and serves a different pur- 
pose. The presence of the metal box per- 
manently affixed to the leather case, and 
containing powder and perfumed paper, 
makes the combination distinctly a_ toilet 
article, and the decision of the collector 
in assessing duty at 6 per cent. ad 
valorem was therefore affirmed. 


Birch Tar Oil. 


Lirch tar oil imported by Fritzsche 
Brothers at the port of New York was 
assessed with duty at the rate of 25 per 
cent. ad valorem under paragraph 3, 
Tariff Act of 19099, At the hearing before 
Appraiser McClelland the merchandise 
appeared to be similar to that which was 
the subject of decision by the Court of 
Customs Appeals in Klipstein vs. United 
States, and therein held to be entitled to 
free entry under paragraph 568 of the 
lariff Act of 1897. In harmony with that 
decision the claims of the protestants for 
free entry under paragraph 580 of the ex- 
isting tariff law were held to be well 
founded; and the protests accordingly 
sustained by the United States Board of 
General Appraisers. 


Essential Oil—KIruit Oil. 


Orange oil, derived by expression from 
the peel of oranges, imported by C. G. 
Enler, was assessed with duty at the rate 
of $1 per pound under paragraph 21 of 
the Tariff Act of 1909 as fruit ethers, oils 
or essences, Merchandise similar in char- 
acter was subject to a board decision pre- 
viously, and- it was there held that the 
natural oil of orange was uniformly 
known to the trade and commerce of the 
United States as essential oil, and there- 
fore subject to duty at the rate of 25 per 
cent. ad valorem under paragraph 3 of 
the Tariff Act of 1909. In harmony there- 
with that claim in the protest was sus- 
tained, and the board modified the deci- 
sion of the collector accordingly. 


Enfleurage Greases. 


Liquid jacinthe and muguet—the former 
being so much like the muguet that it 
was classified the same—was imported by 
M. L. Barrett & Co. at Chicago. Duty 
Wis assessed at 25 per cent. ad valorem 
under paragraph 38 of the Tariff Act of 
1897. The merchandise under considera- 
tion, in a previous case (Burr vs. United 
States), was invoiced as concrete ‘‘muguet 
de mai.”” and the court held that it was 
entitled to free entry under paragraph 626 








as enfleurage grease. In harmony with 
that decision the muguet was granted 
free entry. In the other matter the claim 
for free entry was also granted by the 
United States Board of General Ap- 
praisers.

Coverings of Oxide of Barium, 


The protest of Alfred H. Post & Co. 
against the classification of drums con- 
taining oxide of barium was heard before 
General Appraiser Fischer, whose deci- 
sion said:-—‘The issue in this case is 
whether certain eight tanks of iron drums 
in which oxide of barium was imported 
are separately dutiable as assessed by the 
collector at 30 per cent. ad valorem under 
that part of paragraph 151, Tariff Act of 
1909, which relates to ‘“‘cylindrical or tubu- 
lar tanks or vessels for holding gas, liquids 
or other material, whether full or empty,’’ 
or are dutiable as claimed by the protes- 
tants as the usual and necessary cover- 
ings of the imported merchandise and as 
a vart of the value of the same under 
subsection 18 of section 28 of the tariff. 
No sample of the articles was produced 
at the hearing, and we are not convinced 
by the record in this case that these 
metal coverings are not susceptible of re- 
use. They are valuable coverings, ap- 
praised at a value of 55 frances each, or 
about $11 for each drum or tank, and are 
to be distinguished from sheet metal cov- 
erings which have no commercial value 
apart from their contents. We find that 
substantial drums of the kind here in 
question are fit for continued use in com- 
merce as containers, and on the authority 
of the ruling in U. S. vs. Marx & Rawolle 
(1 Ct. Cust. Appeals 152) we affirm the col- 
lector’s assessment and overrule the pro- 
test.”’ 





Thermometers. 


Thermometers imported at St. Louis by 
Chas. H. W. Wyman & Co. were reported 
to be in chief value of blown glass. Duty 
was assessed at 60 per cent. ad valorem, 
under paragraph 98 of the act of 1909, 
and the importer claimed that it was 
dutiable as manufactures of glass at 45 
per cent. ad valorem, under paragraph 
10¢ of said act. The importer claimed 
that the merchandise was in chief value 
of drawn and not blown glass, but he 
failed to substantiate his claim by com- 
petent proof. In a previous decision the 
board held that similar thermometers 
were dutiable at per cent. ad valorem, 
under paragraph 98, following which de- 
cision the board overruled the protest. 





Mica, Rough Trimmed. 
Knife-trimmed mica, invoiced as rough 


trimmed and returned by the local ap- 
praisers as ‘‘trimmed mica,’’ was import- 
ed by A. O. Schoonmaker at the port of 
New York. Duty was assessed at 10 cents 
per pound, and 2 per cent, ad valorem, 
under the provisions of paragraph 91. 
Tariff Act of 1909, and the said mica was 
claimed to be properly dutiable at 5 cents 
per pound and 20 per cent. ad valorem, 
under the same paragraph, as rough 
trimmed mica. The merchandise referred 
to in the special reports of Appraiser 


Fischer and concerning which the collec- 
tor expressed his willingness to reliqui- 
date, the board found to be of a kind 
passed on by the court in the Myers case 
(1 Court Customs Appeals), following 
which ruling the protests were sustained 
aus to the specified goods and reliquidation 
was ordered, 


Sheep Dip in Five-Gallon Drums. 


Cotton, Bell & Co., of San Francisco, 
contested the separate assessment of duty 
at 30 per cent. ad valorem, under para- 
graph 151, Tariff Act of 1909, on certain 
round metal receptacles of a capacity of 
five gallons, containing sheep dip. It was 
claimed that the metal containers were 
entitled to free entry as the usual cov- 
erings of free goods. The board passed 
on metal coverings of this kind in a pre- 
vious decision, in which it was held that 
such receptacles were not within the 
scope of the provisions in paragraph 151 
for cylindrical or tubular tanks or ves- 
sels. The board sustained the claim in the 
protest that the coverings should be ac- 
corded entry as the usual containers for 
the imported merchandise, and the deci- 
sion of the collector accordingly was re- 
versed. 


Error in Assessing Drums Contain- 
ing Glycerine. 


The Harshaw, Fuller & Goodwin Com- 
pany, of Cleveland, O., protested against 
the duty on certain drums containing 
glycerin which were invoiced and ap- 
praised at 500 florins. They were entered 
at a value of $500, which the protestant 
claims was a clerical error. There was no 
appearance on behalf of the importers 
when the case was called for hearing, and 
the board was not convinced by the papers 
submitted that such a clerical error was 
committed in the case as the board should 
grant relief from. The protest was there- 
fore overruled. 


Chemical Glassware. 


In the protest of E. Machlett & Son 
against the assessment of duty on chemi- 
cal glassware, General Appraiser Shar- 
retts made the following report:—‘‘We find 
as facts from the evidence in these 
cases :— 

“1. That the items marked ‘M 1’ on the 
invoices for identification are composed 
in chief value of blown glass and in part 


of molded glass; also glass tubing in 
lengths of five feet and upwards, unfin- 
ished and solid rods. 

“2. That the items marked ‘M 2’ are 





plain glass bottles, including some Erlen- 
meyer fiasks. 

“All the goods were imported under the 
Tariff Act of 1897 and assessed at 6 per 
cent. ad valorem as blown glassware. 

“Following the case of U. S. vs. Heil 
Chemical Company and other decisions of 
the courts and board, we sustain the 
claims that the merchandise covered by 
our first finding is dutiable at 45 per cent, 
ad valorem under paragraph 112, and that 
covered by our second finding is dutiable 
at 40 per cent. ad valorem under para- 
graph 99 of said act, the collector’s deci- 
sion being reversed. As to all other mer- 
chandise and in all other respects, except 
as noted, the protest is overruled and the 
collector's decision affirmed.’’ 


Magnesia Articles. 


On the authority of United States v. 
ensterer the board sustained the protest 
of F. B. Vandegrift & Co., of Philadel- 
phia, that magnesia articles are dutiable 
under paragraph 95 of the Tariff Act of 
1909. 





Wool Grease. 


Wool grease imported by F. B. Vande- 
grift & Co., at Philadelphia, was _ re- 
turned as distilled oil and assessed for 
duty at 25 per cent., under paragraph 3 
of the Tariff Act of 1909. When the case 
was called for hearing it was submitted 
for decision on the official record, an ex- 
amination of which, the board held, 
showed no reason for disturbing the col- 
lector’s assessment. The protests were 
therefore overruled. 


Drums for Linseed Oil, 


Iron drums containing linseed oil im- 
poried at San Francisco by the California 
Ink Company. were assessed with duty 
at 30 ver cent. ad valorem, under para- 
graph 151, Tariff Act of 1909, and it was 
cluimed that the separate assessment of 
that duty was in error. The board over- 
ruled the protest on the authority of 
United States v. Marx & Rawolle (1 Court 
Customs Appeals 152). The Pacific Tal- 
low Company also appeared as a protest- 
ant in the case. 


White Enamel. 


The Board of United States General Ap- 
praisers affirmed the decision of the collec- 
tor at Cleveland, assessing white enamel 
imported by the B. T. Venderink Com- 
pany at the rate of 35 per cent. ad valorem, 
under paragraph 51 of the tariff, which 
provides | for “enamel paints made with 

varnish.’’ It was canned that duty should 
have been assessed at the rate of 1c. 
per pound, under paragraph 55, or in the 
alternative at 30 per cent. ad valorem, 
under paragraph 56. 





Rolled Plate Glass. 


Although the Board of United States 
General Appraisers found that decision of 
the customs collector at Philadelphia in 
assessing colored rolled plate glass under 
paragraph 102 of the tariff was ‘“‘errone- 
ous,’ it refused to sustain the protest of 
J. J. ‘Buchey & Co., who claimed that 
the goods were dutiable ‘under paragraphs 
99 and 104, 

The merchandise consists of rolled ; late 
glass colored by the introduction of some 
pigment or metallic substance in the 
molten material prior to the same heing 
cast upon the table or plate. t was class- 
ified as “rolled plate glass, obscured,” 
and by virtue of the proviso to paragraph 
101 of the tariff was assessed with duty 
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at the rates provided in paragraph 102, 
according to size. The only claim made 
by the importers was that the merchan- 
dise as dutiable at 1%c. and 1%c. per pound, 
respectively, under paragraph 99, as ‘“‘win- 
dow glass,’’ and in addition thereto 5 per 
cent. ad valorem under paragraph 104 of 
said act of 1909. 
General Appraiser 
the opinion of the board, 


Rolled 


Sharretts, who wrote 
said:— 


plate glass, like most other sheet 
glass, is, in the popular understanding, win- 
dow glass, but it is differentiated therefrom 
by specific enumeration in paragraph 101 of 
the tariff act. The contention of the ccllector 
is that, by reason of the glass being pot col- 
ored, it has thereby become obscured and is 
not dutiable under paragraph 101. but by.force 
of proviso thereto is dutiable under paragraph 
102. The importers arguing from the same 
standpoint contend that inasmuch as pot col- 
ered rolled plate glass is not included in the 
provision for “rolled plate glass,’’ it is in 
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fact 


window glass, and, nut being obscured 
within the meaning of the tariff, as held by 
the beard in G. A. 5007 (T. D. 23320), is duti- 
able under the joint provision in paragraphs 


99 and 104. The board in G. A. 5007 supra, 
held (under the act of 1897), that similar mer- 


chandise was rough plate glass, not ob- 
scured. * * ® 
Inasmuch as any article of glass, except 


such as is provided for in paragraph 104, no 
matter how or when colored, is more specific- 
ally provided for in paragraph 98 than else- 
where in the act, it might be held that the 
pot colored rolled plate glass, not being cylin- 
der, crown or common window glass, and con- 
sequently not provided for in paragraph 99 cr 
104 of the act, is dutiable at 60 per cent. ad 
valorem, under paragraph 98 of the act of 1909. 
We do not approve of such a construction of 
the law nor are we called upon to pass upon 
this question, that issue not having been raised 
in this case. We find the merchandise is not 
cylinder, crown or common window glass, and 
everrule the protest, and the collector’s deci- 
sion, although erroneous, stands affirmed. 
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Linseed Oil. 
Saturday Noon, May 4, 1912. 

Reports from leading crushers indi- 
date a continued firmness in the mar- 
ket for linseed oil. The lowest quota- 
tion for raw oil in car lots, spot de- 
livery, is 73c. Yet there,are indications 
of weakness in the market, for while 
futures have been held on a parity 
with spot goods or even higher, at 
present 72c. is quoted in certain quarters 
for car lots. Outside markets are also 
showing a lower tendency, as_ sales 
have been reported at prices lower than 
those which are given as the actual 
market quotations. Crushers say that 
in realty there is no weakness in the 


market, but that the buying movement 
is evenly distributed and that, whereas 
certain sellers are busy, others find a 
poor outlet for their goods and are re- 
sorting to price-cutting methods to 
move stocks. The present price of oil 
is claimed not only to be justified, but 
even to be too low, judged from the 
statistical position. Taking the West- 
ern markets as a basis, it is pointed 
out, crushers paying $2.17 ,per bushel, 
realize on it as follows:—Oil, 2% gal- 





lons at 69c.—$1.72%; cake and meal, 
about 37 pounds at 1%a—55%c.: thus 
making a total revenue of $2.28 on each 


bushel of seed. From this must be de- 
ducted the cost of the seed, which 
leaves but llc. per bushel and this is 
said to be too small to cover overhead 


and manufacturing expenses, to say 
nothing of leaving a profit for the 
crusher. The position of the seed mar- 


ket can not be so clearly proved and it 
is claimed by some that prices have 
been kept up through manipulation, 
During the week supplies at Western 
centers were reported to be in excess 
of demand and the impression was 
given that crushers were supplied for 
nearby requirements and did not care 
to carry a large supply in store, owing 
to uncertainty of future prices and also 
because consumers of linseed oil were 
not taking much interest in the future 
market. Government figures show that 
in March 332,666 bushels of seed were 
imported, against 1,538,585 bushels. in 
March, 1911. For the three months end- 
ing March 31, imports of seed amounted 
to 1,435,378 bushels, against 2,388,806 
bushels in the corresponding period of 
1911. A full review of the Western seed 
markets from our special correspond- 
ents will be found on page 12.

force many “stop-loss” orders, which 
tended to facilitate the downward 
swing. While the selling was spirited 
at intervals, the reactions proved only 
temporary, and the market rallied 
quickly when pressure was removed. 
‘the undertone throughout was firm, 
and the recuperating power displayed 
created enthusiasm in bullish circles. 
Small tenders against May  con- 
tracts were absorbed readily and re- 
stricted offerings of spot oil resulted 
in an advance of prices to the highest 
trading level of the year. The appar- 
ent scarcity of spot oil and the limited 
extent of receipts from the South are 
attracting witention, and there are 
many traders who believe that the 
shorts in May may experience difficulty 
before, the end of the month. The 
widely extended “long” interest 1s 
confident of its position and while re- 
actions are looked for from time to 
time, there are few indeed who expect 
to see permanently lower prices dur- 
ing the remainder of the season, 

Behind the speculative position of 
the refined market is the scarcity and 
persistent strength of crude oil. Firm 
bids at 46c. have failed to bring out 
offerings and it is now assumed that 
the mills have about cleaned up their 
seed holdings. It is stated that as high 
as $25 a ton would be paid for seed 
if the quality was guaranteed prime. 
Farmers admit that recent rains and 
floods have dampened reserve holdings 
and replanting which is necessary in 
certain sections will take considerable 
more seed than was generally expected 
earlier in the year. Under these con- 
ditions a light after crush is prophe- 
sied and there is nothing suggestive of 
weakness jn the crude oil situation. 
Combined with the strong statistical 
position of crude oil is the gradual 
hardening tendency manifested in 
lard and all animal fats and greases. 
These influences promise to keep the 
consuming inquiry for oil active even 
if consumers confine their purchases 
to a hand-to-mouth basis. 


Advanced prices have checked export 
buying to some extent, although the 
movement against standing contracts 
continues fair. Export shipments from 
this port during the week amounted 
to 9,817 barrels, from other ports 9,417 
barrels, making a total of 19,234 bar- 
rels. These compare with 16,522 bar- 
rels for the previous week. The ex- 
port movement from all ports for nine 
months ending with March amounted 
to 327,950,414 pounds, valued at $19,609,- 
011, compared to 153,172,414 pounds, 
valued at $11,967,785, for a like period in 
1911, and 173,082,865 pounds, valued at 
$11,062,953, in 1910.

Speculative interest in the Chicago lard mar- 
ket this week was exceptionally keen and 
prices reached new high tevels for the season, 
closing at net gains of SA eents to 60 cents, 
with the May delivery leading the upturn. De- 
liveries on May contracts the first day were 
8,250 tierces. The buying movement was given 
impetus by high prices of grains and the ap- 
parent scarcity and increased cost of beef and 
mutton products, which wholly offset weakness 
in the market for live hogs. The trade was of 
very broad character, liberal buying orders 
being received from the East and from foreign 
points. European davices were favorable and 
exports made a large aggregate, although 
showing a deficit from exports for the corre- 
sponding week last year. 

The approach of delivery day for May con- 
tracts led to considerable transferring of obli- 
gations, and this gave the near future more 
strength than was displayed by the deferred 
months. All offerings, either in the way of 
switching, hedging or realizing were readily 
absorbed, however, and prices worked almost 
continuously upward. Highest prices of the 
period were attained Monday, when May 
reached $11.20; July, $11.30; September and 
October, $11.62%. There was a dip from this 
high level on hedging sales by packers, prices 
of products having advanced so much more 
rapidly than hog values to place manufactur- 
ing on a profitable basis. Downward move- 
ment was of short duration, however, and the 
finish found values up 17%c. from the low 
point and showing a strong upward tendency, 
with May at $10.90; July, $11.10; September, 
$11.30 and October, $11.37%. 

Shipping demand for the cash product was of 
good volume, but there was little buying by 
warehousemen, stocks in storage still showing 
a sufficient surplus to keep buying of that char- 
acter from broadening. Round lots of reg- 
ular prime steam lard for immediate consump- 
tion found a ready outlet and held relatively 
firm at May fig'res, closing at $10.90. Small 
odd lots were offered at a discount of 5@10c. 
and hard to move. Loose lard met with a fair 
inquiry and held fully steady, closing at 92%c. 
under September. Leaf lard was in light sup- 
ply and fair demand at $10.37%. Neutral met 
with a fair inquiry and held steady at $12@ 
12.12% for No. 1 and $11@11.12% for Ne 2. 

Stocks of lard at Chicago May 1 were offi- 
cially reported at 137,802 tierces, as contrasted 
with 124,328 tierces April 1, 1912, and 64,080 
tierces May 1, 1911. Of this year’s holdings, 
there were 123,06% tlerces of contract stock, in- 
cluding 5,010 tierces of old lard. <A year ago 
total contract stocks were 44,949 tierces, all 
new. Compilation of world’s lard stocks was 
not finished in time for this issue. 


TALLOW. 


While the local market has been a 
comparatively tame affair, the under- 
tone has remained firm, and prices 
show no relaxation from their former 
basis. Holdings are limited and there 
is no desire to urge sales. A transaction 
equivalent to 50 hhds. of special was 
reported at 7c, London advices again 
revealed a stronger market abroad. 
At the London auction 1,862 casks were 
offered and 1,248 were sold at an aver- 
age advance of 3@6d. In the local mar- 
ket special was held at 7c. loose and 
714c. in tierces; city was quoted at 6%c. 
loose. Edible closed at 8@8%c. Ex- 
ports for the week were 138,800 pounds,

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Petroleum Market and Reviews 





Saturday Noon, May 4, 1912. 


A review of the Eastern petroleum 
fields for the week shows a general 
stimulus to operations with the more 
favorable weather conditions, as well 
as the strengthening market for crude. 
A summary of the week’s returns 
shows 155 completions, 10,970 barrels of 
new production and 51 dry holes, as 
compared with 131 completions, 5,272 
barrels of new production and 44 dry 
holes for the previous week. All of 
the fields, with the exception of North- 
western Ohio, registered an increased 
number of finished wells. The materi- 
al gain in new production is due en- 
tirely to prolific results of the Kana- 
wha county field of West Virginia. In 
all other sections the current new pro- 
duction was below that of the former 
week. The Kanawha county pool] is 
still distinguished by completions of 
the gusher type, although, on the whole, 
the capacity of the earlier wells does 
not seem to be equalled by the later 
showing. The aggregate output of the 
pool is, however, fully maintained, a 
late estimate placing it at approxi- 
mately 15,000 barrels. New work in 
the section is still prosecuted with the 
same degree of interest, but there have 
been no late developments marking a 
definite extension of the producing 
limits. There is little of interest in 
West Virginia outside of the Kanawha 
county development. Tyler county was 
in second place in completions, but the 
wells were of a light pumper charac- 
ter. In Pennsylvania little work is re- 
ported in progress in the Canonsburg 
field of Washington county, and there 
is apparently no prospect for a revival 
of interest, as the most promising de- 
velopment has been thoroughly tested. 
Operations are active in the deep sand 
fields of Southeastern Ohio. The Gore- 
Straitsville development of Hocking 
and Perry counties furnishes the great- 
est incentive to drilling. The wells in 
this formation are above the average 
of wells in that part of the State. In 
the Gore end there are now seven wells, 
each with a capacity of 50 or more 
barrels a day. The April report on 
operations in the Pennsylvania fields 
records 380 completions, of which 57 
were dry and 41 were gas, with the 
new daily production amounting to 18,- 
341 barrels, or an average of 64.04 bar- 
rels per well. During March there 
were 313 completions, 72 dry holes, 36 
gas wells and 10,899 barrels of new 
daily production, an average of 53.17 
barrels per well. 


Advices from Kentucky indicate a 


meee on 





broadening of field work, with the 
more favorable market and field con- 
ditions, and the outlook is believed to 
be encouraging for a rapid extension 
of the newer districts. Lawrence 
county, with its proximity to West 
Virginia, holds the greatest promise, 
while another section of keen interest 
is Wayne county near the Tennessee 
border. Ohio county in Western Ken- 
tucky is also regarded as a field of 
fruitful development, In this county 
another good producer has been drilled 
in a wildcat district, with a reported 
capacity of 20 barrels per day. In 
Wayne county, containing the bulk of 
drilling force in Kentucky, there were 
5 completions during the week, the 
best showing a capacity of 30 barrels 
a day. The April report on Kentucky 
operations shows 11 completions, 1 dry 
hole and 255 barrels of new daily pro- 
duction, an average of 25% barrels per 
well. In March there were 19 com- 
pletions, 5 dry holes and 341 barrels of 
new production, an average of 24.36 
barrels per well. The week’s review 
of the Lima fields of Northwestern 
Ohio and Indiana records a decline in 
completions and new production, as 
compared with the returns for the for- 
mer week. The feature of present op- 
erations is the activity in leasing in 
the Northwestern Ohio end, involving 
large tracts in Seneca, Sandusky and 
Ottawa counties. During April there 
were 34 completions in the Northwest- 
ern Ohio end, of which 31 were produc- 
ing wells to an extent of 450 barrels of 
daily production, an average of 14.52 
barrels per well. The March report 
showed 28 completions, 6 dry holes, 983 
barrels of new production, an average 
of 34.68 barrels. Last month there were 
24 wells abandoned in the field, as 
against 51 during March. In Indiana 
there were 8 completions during April, 
of which 5 were dry and the new pro- 
duction amounted to 50 barrels, an av- 
erage of 16.67 barrels per well, as 
against 15 barrels in March from 2 
producing wells. Last month 85 wells 
were abandoned, the greatest number 
reported so far this year. Illinois op- 
erations were slightly stimulated dur- 
ing the week under review, but the 
new production for the period did not 
equal that of the former week. Better 
weather conditions promise a more ac- 
tive campaign beyond the defined fields 
of this State, although the prospect for 
the development of new pools does not 
seem to be especially encouraging. The 
bulk of the drilling now in progress 
is in Lawrence county, much interest 
being shown in the neighborhood of the

The April report 
on Illinois operations indicates a gain 
in completions as well as new produc- 
tion, the record showing 69 new wells, 
of which 49 were producers to the ex- 
tent of 3,768 barrels, an average of 
76.9¢ barrels per well, as compared with 
51.90 barrels from 428 wells producing 
2,232 barrels as the daily average dur- 
ing March. 


According to a Lander, Wyo., dis- 
patch, what is regarded as the best 
drilled in the State was 


well ever 
brought in on the Shoshone Indian res- 
ervation, about six miles from Lan- 
der. The well had been drilled to a 
depth of 400 feet two years ago and 
had been producing 20 barrels a day 
steadily since. Deeper drilling was de- 
cided upon, and at 675 feet a heavy 
gas pressure was encountered, with a 
flow of oil estimated the first day at 
500 barrels. It was believed that the 


well would settle into a steady pro- 
ducer of about 200 barrels a day. The

The mid-continent field shows more 
activity than for a considerable time as 
a result of the more propitious condi- 
tions and the work in progress com- 
prices the testing of a large number of 
prospective new leases.

amounted to 42,585,868 barrels, as com- 
pared with 42,236,635 barrels on Febru- 
ary 29. A gusher reported in the 
Bakersfield was credited with flowing 
at the rate of 30,000 barrels a day. 


Refined and Products, 


A further strengthening of the local 
market for illuminating oils was _ re- 
flected in an advance of 15 points in 
the export schedule on Wednesday, es- 
tablishing quotations at 5c, for bulk, 
8.60c. for barrels and 10.50c. for cases 
in 110 test, and 1c, higher in 150 test. 
The continued upward tendency of 
crude values and the steady growth of 
the export movement are the signifi- 
‘ant factors in connection with the ap- 
preciation in the refined product. While

Conditions in the high-grade petroleum fields

The 
opening of the famous gusher territory on Blue 
Creek, In Kanawha county, West Virginia, was 
a signal for active lease work there, which 
was not confined alone to a small area around 
the present producing area, but spread over 
several of the adjoining counties, and leusers 
are at work as far west as the Kentucky-West 
Virginia State line and far into the interior of 
Kentucky, across the southern line of Ken- 
tucky, into Tennessee. The territory in the 
Blue Creek field is by far the richest found in 
the high-grade districts for years, and the 
companies that are on the inside territory are 
pushing the drill. They figure that the time 
to get the cil in large quantities is when the 
territory 1s virgin, for when it has been drained 
of its larger output the drilling is then ex- 
pensive. There are now close to sixty drilling 
wells at work in the pool and adjacent two it. 
Work is branching out in other counties. 
he latest advices from the pool are that the 
production has reached a high point daily at 
something near 15,000 barrels. 

Just west across the State line from the 
Blue Creek field in Lawrence county, Ken- 
tucky, there has been an active leasing carm- 
paign for some time and much work is planned 
tor that and adjoining counties. The towns of 
Louisa and Busseyville are the leading points 
at this time, although Paintsville, the leading 
township of Johnson county, is making an ap- 
peal for the headquarters of the new field. 
Close to twenty wells have been drilied in 
Lawrence county, with about one-half fail- 
ures, while the producing wells are small 
compared with some of the other flelds and the 
drilling is rather expensive, being close to 
1,800 feet. The oll is of a very good quaiity, 
being found in the Gerea Grit formation, and 
will command Pennsylvania prices when the 
pipe. lines are continued into the fleld and a 
market Is created for the product. 

There is a revival in the talk of large gas 
mains being laid from the Central Ohio gas 
fields to Detroit, Michigan. There fs an abun- 
dance of gas now awaiting Detroit, in Central 
Ohio, and as soon as the City Council of De- 
troit gives a franchise just that soon con- 
struction work will begin. Natural gas can 
be put into Detroit for about 50 cents per 1,000 
cubie feet, which makes it cheaper than arti- 
ficial gas for heat and light. If no franchise 
can be secured at Detroit, probably arrange- 
ments will be made to lay a line to Richmond 
and Indianapolis, Ind., where the. people afe 
anxious for a natural gas supply, having used 
it for fuel and light during the big gas poom 
in Indiana. 

Active development work has just started ia 
the Central Ohlo flelds. The large gas con- 
cerns that have been idle with the drill dur- 
ing the winter months are now making hun- 
dreds of new locations, not only in defined ter- 
ritory, but far in advance of production. In 
the hunt for gas there may be numerous oil 
pools developed that will keep the trade rush- 
ing during the summer. The territory in and 
around Strattsville in Perry county and Gore 
in Hocking county is the most attractive in 
sight in the Clinton sand development, but to 
the north, in Licking and Muskingum coun- 
ties, good wells have been found of late, and 
many new locations have been made for wells. 
Further to the north around Wooster in Wayne 
county, and Cleveland in Cuyahoga county, 
many new wells will.be started now that the 
weather has settled so that material can be 
moved. This is destined to be the banner sea- 
son for the Central Ohio regions. 

The Lima fields of Northwestern Ohio and 
Indiana are not showing any activity to speak 
of in wildeat work, especially the Indiana 
end, but the advance in the price of crude, pe- 
troleum may stir the wildcat drilling. There 
is plenty of undrilled territory over Indiana. 
Between Indianapolis and the Ohio River is 
some territory that should prove as prolific as 
dia the older Indiana fields, but for some un- 
known reason the trade has never branched out 
in this vast area. In the northwestern part 
of the State is some shallow territory that evi- 
dently contains ofl in abundance. Several 
hundred wells were drilled there some years 
ago, Lut since then little attention has been 
paid to that~section, as Jarge and productive 
fields were found in Oklahoma and other West- 
ern points that attracted the operators away 
from thé regions of small wells. 

uring the last several months some of the 
large concerns in Northwestern Ohio have been 
leasing territory between the old Trenton Lime- 
stone fields, known as the Lima field, and the 
Clinton sand fields in Central Onio for the 
purpose of making attempts to find a paying 
tormation deep down in the Trenton sand. 
Near Tiftin, in Seneca county, several wells 
have found strong pays of crude at from 360 
to 700 feet down in the Trenton, making the 
wells a total depth of between 2,000 and 2,400 
feet. In Hancock county, near Findlay, two

The gas 
companies are the most active In this section 
and some fine gassers are being found, On 
the waterworks property in Clarksburg the 
Lattstetter heirs have completed a well and 
it is showing a volume of 2,500,000 cubic feet 
of gas a day, The Hope Natural Gas Com- 
pany, the most active operators In Harrison 
county, have started a number of wells on 
their lease on the Duffy farm, near the ham- 
let of Bridgeport.

The Blue Creek field, in Kanawha county, is 
taking up new life since better weather con- 
ditions have prevailed and the next few weeks 
will give the operators a fair idea of what 
may be expected of the development.

At the present time the develop- 
meit around Wooster, in Wayne county, looks 
the most promising. Development work in this 
county is more for oil than gas, as the Colum- 
bia Oil Company and the Ohio Oil Company 
have drilled in some fair sized tests. To date 
five wells in this county have been completed 
and three of them are good oil wells. The Co- 
lumbia Fuel Company’s test on the Albright 
tract is swahbing 75 barrels of crude a day.

Kentucky Petroleum Field. 
(From the Reporter's Field Correspondent.) 
Barbourville, Ky., May 1, 1912. 

With ideal weather again prevailing and 
higher prices as an added incentive, Kentucky 
operators are going ahead with long-planned 
development work and expect to make the 
next few months count for a very active pe- 
riod in field operations. Conditions are very 
encouraging for a rapid extension of the 
newer districts of the State, as no serious set- 
backs have been encountered in the shape of 
dry holes and territory of recent development 
looks very promising Especially is this true 
of the new Lawrence county field, close to the 
West Virginia border; the newly developed dis- 
trict of lower Kentucky contiguous to the 
Wayne county border, near Tennessee, and the 
new field in Ohio county, in Western Kentucky. 
The seattered wells which have been drilled in 
these widely scattered districts have been very 
encouraging. In none of these new districts 
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outside the southern extension in Wayne 
county have pipe lines been extended, but 
Operators are rapidly getting a settled produc- 
tion and prospects are encouraging for the 
early establishment of a market. 

Developments of the past week have no fea- 
ture of particular interest outside the drilling 
of another good producer in Ohio county, which 
is a ‘‘‘wildeat’’ district. The new well makes 
twenty barrels daily and constitutes the second 
good well drilled in the county. The oil is of 
a better quality, it is claimed, than that found 
in the shallcw sand pools of Eastern Kentucky, 
but will probably command no better price 
commercially. The development of this section 
of Kentucky will be hastened by the new 
strikes, and new work is planned for other 
counties in that end, with an early start to be 
made in Logan, Muhlenberg, Hopkins and 
Webster. Several new drills will be put to 
work in Ohio county this month, Provided oil 
is found in marketable quantities the output 
will probably have to be disposed of through 
tank car lines, as the district is remote from 
Kentucky's present pipe line facilities and a 
very profitable field will have to be proven 
before there is any chance of a pipe line ex- 
tension to connect with the Kentucky lines 
which carry the State’s output to the West 
Virginia refineries. 

In the various districts of Wayne county, 
which contains the bulk of the drilling force in 
Kentucky, five completions were made during 
the week, the best showing a production of 
30 barrels daily. The feature strike was 
drilled on Rock Creek, a slight distance ahead 
of the productive area as previously defined. 
One dry hole was drilled in Wayne county, 
close to the McCreary county border. No late 
completions are reported from the Lawrence 
county district, Northeastern Kentucky. Sev- 
eral recently drilled wells were finished by 
being treated to the shooting process. In every 
instance where the deep wells of Lawrence 
county have been shot a better production has 
been shown. Operators in this field, which is 
now without a pipe line, have been busy pump- 
ing their wells to demonstrate their lasting 
qualities. About twenty profitable wells have 
been drilled in the county and a good amount 
of oil is now on the ground awaiting pipe line 
transportation. A line has been surveyed and 
will be extended at once to connect with thi 
main Kentucky line which enters West Vir- 
ginia. 

None of the smaller fields has 
campletions during the past week, 
quite a number of rigs are in operation in 
Southern and Eastern Kentucky. Two rigs 
are up in “‘umberland county, Southern Ken- 
tucky, and several scattered tests are in 
course of drilling in Boyd, Wolfe, Floyd and 
other Eastern Kentucky fields. The most 
promising of ‘‘wildecat’’ districts is the ex- 
tension of the Wolfe county field. A series of 
excellent strikes has been made in a portion 
of the county west of the old Campton dis- 
trict, one well at a depth of 1,400 feet showing 
an initial daily production of 200 barrels. Quite 
a number of new rigs are going up in this 
field, which promises to be a center of much 
test work and which is commanding the at- 
tention of the trade. 

The Central Kentucky Natural 
bas heecun surveys for an imnortant 
extension into Eastern Kentucky 
will be extended from the Menifee 
district to the Martin county field, adjoining 
West Virginia. The supply of gas which is 
piped to Central Kentucky cities will be great- 
ly augmented by the addition of Martin coun- 
ty wells, and the entire venture will cost in 
the neighborhood of a million dollars. Follow- 
ing the survey the gas tine extension will he 
built as speedily as possible, and the company 
expects to complete it by October. New gas 
deveiopments will follow in Martin county, 
which contains one of the most prolific gas 
belts in the country. 

In Southeastern Kentucky the Cumberland 
Gas Company expects to increase its supply 
by drilling additional wells in Knox county

Illinois Petroleum Field. 


(from the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Ribinson Ill., May 2, 1912. 


The advent of 93 cent oil in the Illinois pe- 
troleum fields should have a tendency to in- 
crease operations in the old producing counties 
of the State as well as in outlying counties 
where small showings of oil have been made 
in the rush of wildcat drilling during the past 
several seasons. At the present time there is 
really no new territory in sight outside of the 
deep sand districts of Lawrence county, with 
some locations that have not been drilled as 
yet in the shallower sand districts of Clark 
and Crawford counties, as well as in Cumber- 
land county. There is no doubt that drilling 
will soon be started with a rush, as better 
weather conditions are promised. 

Since the completion of the 2,000-barrel 
gusher on the Jenners farm, in Dennison town- 
ship, Lawrence county, half a dozen or more 
new drilling rigs have sprung up as offsets to 
the bie well. Lawrence county is now the 
Mecca of the oil trade of Illinois, and it is 
this county that is now producing close to two- 
thirds of the entire output of the State, At 
one time a few years ago the Robinson field, 
in Crawford county, could boast of a produc- 
tion of @lose to 150,000 to 200,000 barrels a 
day, but at that time the exact production 
could not be had, as the pipe lines could only 
handle a small percentage of the real produc- 
tion, hence no accurate averages could be 
given. The territory is of the shallow kind, 
averaging from 400 to 1,400 feet, and the wells 
did not hold up their production as have the 
deep sand fields of Lawrence county. It is 
now estimated that the entire Crawford coun- 
ty field cannot produce over 25,000 barrels a 
day, while the Clark county shallow districts 
that were unusually prolific, including Cumber- 
land county, cannot boast of over 10,000 bar- 
rels of production daily. 


The Lawrence coun- 
ty field has a production of better than 50,000 
barrels daily, but an increase is looked for as 
soon as active work is started. A great many 
more wells can be drilled upon an acreage in 
Lawrence county than in any other portion 
of the [Illinois field yet discovered, for the fact 
that there are eight known producing sands 
running from a depth of 900 to 2,000 feet. A 
new sand has been found in late aperations 
and produces a sour oil and has been named 
the ‘‘Sour Sand.’’ This oil is not of as good 
quality as some of the lower sands, and is 
some off color, although it brings the same 
prices as the best grade.

HERE is probably no commodity on the 
market that is viewed with as much sus- 
picion by the purchaser as linseed oil. 

Unfortunately, in many instances, this suspicion 
has been well founded.

old Glenn pool than there has been before for 
two years. Most of the drilling, however, is 
inside locations on old leases. Chere is very 
littie going on in the North Glenn pool com- 
pared with former days. Some big gassers 
have recently been drilled up that way. De- 
velopment in the Turkey Mountain district is 
practically at a standstill, but east of this in 
the Jenks pool there is quite a lively drilling 
canipaign still in progress, although during the 
past month only eight or nine wells have 
peen found in that vicinity. There is very lit- 
tie doing in the Muskogee district, half a ddzen 
strings of covering that part of the 
field. 

While some attention has been attracted to 
the seventy-five-barrel well on the Walker 
farm, in 24-22-15, in what is known as the 
Sageeyah district, it is not generally believed 
by the fraternity that much will be accom- 
plished at this point, as so many failures have 
previously been driiled in that neighborhood. 
J. H. Raub has just completed a dry hole on 
the Archie Henry land, in section 25, and is 
now drilling a well in section 35-22-15 and 
the Sageeyah Oil and Gas Company is drilling 
its No, 2 on the Walker, four miles west of 
Claremore and south of the Sageeyah test. 
John A. Bell, Jr., is drilling a well in tte 
vicinity of former tests. There is quite a lit- 
tle more drilling this month up and dowu the 
shallow sand district, but mostly in the south- 
ern end, where drilling was very largely sus- 
pended while the Delaware pool was develop- 
ing. Some fine wells are being found. It is 
very largely a matter of our small interest 
paying wells. 

In the Bird Creek-Collinsville district there 
is much activity and some good wells are be- 
ing brought in. There is nothing particularly 
new, however, in this development, as it is 
simply a matter of slowly pushing ahead 
toward the Barilesville district, the develop- 
ment of a recognized pool. The wells start 
off at from ten to two hundred barrels. 

There is quite an increase in new work in 
the Copan, Dewey, Bartlesville and Hog- 
shooter districts. The work over these dis- 
tricts has resolved itself into a simple mat- 
ter of routine. In the Ramsey pool, how- 
ever, there is a (tittle more interest from 
the fact that this is a new development, and 
it is not known yet which way the pool 
will extend. Leases to the south are being 
held at a high value, but it is generally be- 
lieved that the poo] will extend up into 
Chautauqua county, Kansas. More wells 
have been completed in the Ramsey pool 
this month than at any previous month, but 
just at present the territory is under water. 

The Osage is showing about the usual 
amount of work this month, with no star- 
tling developments, 

Kansas shows more work than usual, and 
there is a general tendency to go back to old 
leases and put them into operation. This 
is true at Wayside, Coffeyville, in Chautau- 
qua, Wilson and Neosho counties. It is ex- 
pected that the summer will show quite an 
increase in drilling operations in Kansas. 

The field has received in the last few days 
another setback from storms, Fully half 
of the pumping stations belonging to the 
Prairie Oil and Gas Company are to-day 
under water and out of commission, The 
Ramsey pool is inundated. Wind storms 
last week destroyed a great deal of prop- 
erty; two or three people were killed. 

The Harmon Oil Company properties have 
been sold to the Oklahoma Oil Company for 
something like $200,000, The oil will go to 
the Sapulpa refinery for a period of nine 
years. 

The Yoke & Sticklebar gas well on the J. 
Tiptoes allotment in 21-21-14, Bird Creek dis- 
trict, is gauged at 12,000,000 feet a day. 
These operators were among the last to get 
into that field, but they have a very attrac- 
tive piece of property now, consisting of a 
1(0-acre lease with one 12,000,000-foot gasser, 
and an offer of a flattering figure. 

The Okmulgee refinery has taken eighteen 
cars of oil from the L. 8S. Skelton well in 
16-13-14, Morris district, since it was drilled 
about six weeks ago. This means the well 
has produced 4,328 barrels. The refinery is 
now building a three-inch pipe line from 
the well to the refinery, a distance of three 
miles, and is erecting a 55,000-barrel storage 
tank in 5-13-13, Julia Doyle farm. It will 
also build a pumping station on the Doyle 
farm. This part of the field is looking ex- 
ceptionally promising. 

The pipe line runs of the Prairie Oil and 
Gas Company for the first twenty-one days 
of April averaged 78,521.38, or a total of 
1,648,049.05 barrels. At the same time the 
deliveries amounted to 1,992,202.73 barrels, 
or a daily average of 94,867.13 barrels. While 
the runs have remained practically station- 
ary the past week, the deliveries have shown 
a decrease from 96,201 barrels, thereby cut- 
ting down somewhat the draft upon stock. 
The drain upon the reserve supply for the 
first twenty-one days of the month amounted 
to 343,260.68 barrels, or a daily average of 
16,345.75 barrels. The daily average of the 
draft upon reserve stock in March was 
13,274 barrels, showing an increase of over 
4,000 barrels a day so far this month. The 
runs so far this month, however, have been 
2,000 barrels a day better than they were in 
March. 

The Kansas Natural Gas Company has 
completed four wells in Montgomery county 
this month. Three of these are gas wells 
and one was a dry hole. The failure was an 
initial test on the Milt Ashby farm in 
19-34-17. A successful gasser was drilled on 
the J. F. Savage in 13-34-16. It is the fourth 
well on that tract. The third well on the 
R. H. Hollingsworth in 17-35-14 is a gasser 
one. No. 1 on the 8, Blex in 16-34-15 is a gas 
well. 

The test well: being drilled by the Okla- 
homa Gas Company on the Lenora Porter 
land in 22-17-14, about twelve miles east of 
the old Glenn pool, and about five miles 
east of Bixby, is reported to be spraying oil 
ane giving evidence of being a good pro- 
ducer, 

In the North Glenn extension the Winona 
Oil Company has started a new well on the 
Ulahcontayna in 19-18-12. F, A. Baker is 
putting down a fourth well on the Conway 
lease in 29-19-12, and Charlie Page is drill- 
ing his first well on the Berry in 8-19-12. 
Page’s first well on the M. Partridge in 
5-19-12 is good for 10,000,000 feet of gas, and 
he is now drilling No. 2. He has a 3,000,000- 
foot gasser on the T. Partridge in the same 
section. 

The Southwestern Gas and Fue] Company 
has completed its No. 4 on the Johnson 
farm in 28-27-19, Erie (Kan.) district, and 
it is dry. Senator Cambern has now drilled 
on three sides of his original discovery well 
mn the Jchnson without being able to find 
t} rend of the gas supply. There was

Northwestern Ohio are almost sure of show- 
ing a revival in operations with the new prices 
that prevail for the crude product when the 
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heavy rains and weather conditions settle so 
that the oil trade move material for new 

wells over the hig! s 

Leasers are ver ict:ve in the Northwestern 
Ohio end, and } heen for several months, 
securing al! avail territory in sight. They 
have advanced far from production, especially 
in the eastern edge of the fields, as close to 
600,000 acres have been leased in the eastern 
part of Seneca, Sandusky and Ottawa counties 
and in Erie, Huron and other adjoining coun- 
ties This activity is due to the finding of 
gusher wells deep in the Trenton limestone. 
Some big roducers have been discovered at 
a depth of close to 700 feet in that formation, 
which would make the total depth of some of 
the tests close to 2,300 feet. If this deep pay 
is found a general formation it will mean the 
drilling over of the territory in Northwestern 
Ohio that has been producing a more shallow 
oil for at least twenty-eight years. Leasers 
have also branched out to the northwest and 
are doing some wildcat work in Paulding and 
Putnam counties.

Petroleum Review for 


March, 
(From the Reporter's Field Correspondent.) 
Los Angeles, April 27, 1912. 


As predicted last week, the reports from the 
various fields for March show a general decline, 
the only two districts indicating any life be- 
ing the new one, Lost Hills, and the Belle 
Ridge. The total output for the month was 
greater than for the previous month, but as 
there are two more days in March. the daily 
average falls below February. Fortunately 
no large wells are being brought in, the larg- 
est one in the State being credited with but 
650 barrels initial and the second largest being 
400 barrels. These were both shallow wells, 
one being 926 feet deep and the other 960 feet, 
and their longevity is problematical, as they 
are in the new Lost Hills district, which has 
yet to prove its staying qualities. 

Consumption increased during March about 
200,000 barrels over February, but not enough 
to overcome the daily overproduction, which 
shows 23,798 barrels a day in March, as com- 
pared with 20,395 barrels in February. Stocks, 
however, only show an increase of about 
350,000 barrels for the month, the total still 
being less than 43,000,000 barrels, and it now 
looks as if the 50,000,000 barrels some are 
looking for will not materialize, at least dur- 
ing the present year. 

PRODUCTION AND CONSUMPTION. 

The total production fsom all fields for 
March was 7,289,498 barrels, as compared with 
6,893,432 barrels in February, an increase of 
396,066 barrels. The daily average output for 
March was 235,145 barrels, as against 237,705 
barrels in February, showing a decrease of 
7,440 barrels-a day, the apparent discrepancy 
being caused by the two extra days in March. 
For the same reason all the flelds individually 
show an increase in output, except Santa 
Maria, and this field shows a net decline of 
22.503 barrels. This is accounted for by some 
of the big wells in the Cat Canyon district 
falling off. As a matter of fact, Santa Maria 
has been declining for the past year, except 
at intervals when some individual well Would 
temporarily increase the output, and at the 
present rate of drilling there it is not likely 
to be increased. Although the Cat Canyon dis- 
trict has been demonstrated to be a remarkably 
rich field, there has yet been no way devised 
to get the oil to the surface satisfactorily. 
There is a thick stratum of oll sand, and 
there seems to be a strong gas pressure, but 
these two facts combined baffle the producer 
in getting his oil out of the ground. The gas 
blows the sand into the hole and clogs it up 
so that more time is spent in cleaning the 
wells out than in pumping them. 

The Sunset-Midway field retains its position 
as the greatest producer in the State, with 
2,416,428 barrels in March, The valley fields 
combined show an output of 5,772,132 barrels. 
Coalinga produced 1,670,005 barrels during the 
month and Kern River is still above the mil- 
lion mark, with 1,088,875 barrels. The Lost 
Hills district is credited with 15 producing 
wells with a monthly output of 85,042 barrels. 
This is a gain over the previous month of 
about 15,000 barrels. It now looks as if this 
district must be recognized in the future as 
a factor in the oil] industry. The increase in 
the McKittrick output can also all be credited 
to a new field, which is for convenience classed 


California 


with it—that is, the Belle Ridge district, also 
called the McKittrick front. ‘This territory is 
showing up well, and aithough its area is still 
rather limited, there are wells now drilling 
both to the north and south along the anti 
cline from the original well which should dem- 
onstrate within thirty or sixty days its further 
extent. 

The coast fields, with the exception of Santa 
Maria, are about holding their own, with very 
little new work going on. Santa Maria is cred- 
ited with only 471,910 barrels in March, as 
compared with 494,503 barrels in February, a 
loss of 22,593 barrels. The small amount of 
new work being done in the old field is partly 
responsible for this decline, but the principal 
reason is that the Cat Canyon district has 
failen off heavily. A number of wells that 
were flowing at a great rate two or three 
months ago are now entirely barren so far 
as production is concerned. The cther coast 
fields amount to little in the general aggre 
gate. Of the output of the coast fields for the 

barrels—471,910 barrels came 
from the Santa Maria district. Lompoc, which 
shows an output of 76,300 barrels, should props 
erly be embraced in the Santa Maria reports, 
as the field is really an extension of the old 
Santa Maria district. Summerland, Watson- 
ville and Arroyo Grande all combined pro- 
duced less than 10,000 barrels during the 
month. They are small pools, and from pres- 
ent indications have no future. 

The southern fields all appear to be in a 
healthy condition, and, in spite of a decrease 
in new work, maintain their average outputs. 
Fullerton shows a good gain over the previous 
month of 27,000 barrels, or nearly 1,000 barrels 
au day. The Salt Lake field also shows a gain 
of nearly 25,000 barrels for the month. The 
Whittier field proper will probably never be 
much larger than it is, except for an exception- 
al well that might ocasionally be brought in, 
but the Cayote Hills district, which is an 
extension of the Whittier belt, is likely to add 
to its output for some time to come by addi- 
tional drilling, The Murphy Oil Company prac- 
tically controls all the productive stuff in the 
Coyote Hills, and the company ‘has never 
shown any great desire to develop it rapidly. 
Santa Paula, which embraces the Ventura 
county fields, produced 52,828 barrels in March. 
The big wells which were expected in the 
Lespe district, on the properties of the Mutual 
and Cosmopolitan companies, have not yet 
been finished, but are showing up better than 
any wells drilled in the pool for more than a 
year. They are aiso the deepest, so are ex- 
pected to be stayers. 

The total number of wells producing in 
March was 5,237, as compared with 5,157 in 
February, an increase of S80. In the Sunset- 
Midway there were 32 more wells producing 
than in the previous month, and in the Kern 
River field the increase was 24. In fact, all 
of the valley fields have an increased number 
of wells producing, the total number being 67. 
Taking into consideration the number of wells 
producing during the two months and the 
amount of oil produced, March shows a decline 
in the valley fields. For instance, in February, 
3.360 wells produced 5,417,374 barrels, while 
in March 5,772,132 barrels was produced from 
3,427 wells. The average per well in Febru- 
ary was 1,612 barrels, as compared with 1,392 
barrels per well in March, a difference of 220 
barrels per well. ‘Lhese figures make it appear 
tnat there is a gradual decline in the output 
of the wells which the new drilling is unable 
to offset. 

The consumption figures for March are some- 
what disappvinting, as it was thought the 
7,000,000-barrel mark would be reached again, 
but the total State’s consumption is given as 
but 6,551,765 barrels, as compared with 
6,201,085 barrels in February. Thus the daily 
uverage consumption in March was 211,347 
barrels, as compared with 217,310 barrels in 
February, or 5,963 barreis per day less. This 
brings up the daily overproduction again to 
23,798 barrels, as compared with 20,395 barrels 
a day in February. With the certain decline 
in output, however, that is looked for from 
now on, there is littl danger of these figures 
being increased Several sections of the Sun- 
set-Midway district are in a bad way from the 
inroads being made by water flooding the oil 
sands, as has been noted in this correspondence 
before. The producers interested there are not 
willing to concede that the situation is one 
that cannot be corrected, but the fact re- 
mains that scores of wells are going to water, 
and all efforts, at least to date, to prevent the 
trouble have been fruitless. In fact, it is pre- 
dicted that within six months another rush 
may be inaugurated in field operations in or- 
der to bolster up a fast failing output.

FIELD OPERATIONS 

The gradual decrease in new work in alf 
flelds is again noted for the month of March, 
and even in the Lest Hills and Belle Ridge 
districts the number of drilling wells has been 
reduced There are ‘10 iess than 375 drilling 
wells at the present time in all fields that are 
idje—shnut down for various reasons. but princi- 
pally on account of general conditions, 

The total number of new rigs put up during 
the month was 59, as against 63 in February. 
‘The total number of drilling wells was 447, 
as compared with 460 in the previous month. 
In the Valley fields there was a decrease in 
the number of driiling wells of 25, all of them 
losing. There were 58 wells completed in al? 
fields, 25 of which were in the Sunset-Midway, 
and of the total of 58 the Valley flelds are 
credited with 49 of them. Considering the out- 
pat of these fields, this indicates that the 
new wel!s now being brought in are orly mcud- 
erate producers There were nine wells aban- 
doned during the month, five of which were 
eld ones in the Kern River field. One in the 
Sunset-Midway field was a failure. In the Ful- 
lerton field it may be noted there were 54 wells 
drilling in March, an increase over the pre- 
vious report of six. These six drilling wells 
are all on one lease—the Union Oil Company's 
where ihere are now seven strings of tools 
running.

NEW PRODUCTION. 

Of the 58 wells completed during the month 
there was none of unusual capacity, the 
largest wells being brought in were two by 
the Universal Oil Company on section $2-: 
in the Lost Hills field. One of these s 
at 625 barrels and the other at 400 barrels a 
day. Of the five wells completed in this field 
all Leionged to this same company. ‘The six 
wells cumpleted in the McKittrick field were 
on the Belle Ridge front and belong to the 
Belle Ridge Oil Company. ‘Chree of these wells 
are credited with initial output of better than 
100 barrels. So the two infant fields of the 
State show the greatest activity and best re- 
sults at present. 

Of the total new production of 6,567 barrels, 
the Sunset-Midway receives credit for 2,600 
barrels from 25 completed wells, or only about 
190 barrels per well. The Lost Hills comes 
second with 1,690 barrels from 5 wel!s, or 338 
barrels to the well. Coalinga from seven wells 
adds 715 barrels, the largest well being a 20v- 
barrel producer belonging to the American 
Petroleum Company. The Salt Lake field gives 
330 barrels from four wells completed, ani! 
Fullerton 400 barrels from two wells. All the 
wells completed in the Belle Ridge listrict 
were less than 800 feet deep and the deepest 
well in the Lost Hills was 1,062 feet. The 
deepest well finished during the month was 
3,746 feet deep owned by the Amalgamated 
in the Salt Lake field. 

Taking the completions in all fields and the 
new production added, it shows that the new 
wells average a little less than 110 karrels 
rer day each. Yonsidering this is ititial out- 
put, it can readily be seen that the production 
will not be very heavily increased if no larger 
wells are drilled in.

STOCK REPORT. 

Another readjustment in stocks nas been 
made by the Standard statisticians and 388,500 
barrels has been deducted from the total due 
to overestimation of private stocks by producers 
who had oil in sump holes which it was dif- 
ficult to measure—in fact, was only estimated 
und not until the oil was run could it be as 
certained how much oil was on hand. There- 
fore, while there was an actual difference bte- 
tween production and consumption for the 
month of 737,733 barrels, stocks show an in- 
erease of only S4¢ barrels, making the 
total on March 31 $; barrels, as com- 
pared with 42,236,635 on February 29.

AGENCY SALES FOR MARCH. 

The amount of oil sold by the Independent 
Producers’ Agency on contracts for March was 
1,100,000 barrels, an increase of 200,000 barrels 
over the amount sold the previous month, but 
still short 250,000 barrels of the January sales, 
when the runs were the largest in the history 
of the organization. These contract sales are 
aside from the big sales of storage oil recently 
made to the Union Oil Company and are madé 
from the daily production, The price receivea 
for the March sales was 30 cents per barrel to 
the producer. This also is as low as any 
Agency has been sold for. 

It has been learned that all of the com- 
panies in the Agency do not intend to take 
advantage of the Union’s offer to take their 
storage oil at 35 cents per barrel. Some com- 
panies which are provided with storage have 
decided to hold their oil for a while at least, 
believing that the price will advance. The offer 
of the Union expires on May 25. 

The Standard’s runs and shipments for the 
week ending April 21 show that 160,682 barrels 
were placed in storage.

Tank Fleets for Mexican Oil. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Tampico, Mexico, April 30, 1912. 

Fleets of oil-carrying vessels are being 
constructed in shipyards of Europe for 
large concerns that are operating exten- 
sively in the Tampico oil district. One 
of the chief hindrances to the rapid de- 
velopment of the oil industry in this 
country has been the lack of marketing 
and transportation facilities. Much more 
oil is being produced in the different 
fields of the region adjacent to Tampico 
than 1s necessary to supply the demands 
of consumers in Mexico, and the opening 
of foreign markets is urgently needed to 
give an outlet for the big output. The 
Mexican Eagle Petroleum Company is al- 
ready exporting considerable quantities of 
crude oil to the United States, and this 
trede is increasing rapidly. Its fleet of oil 
vessels which is now being built in Eng- 
land will soon be ready for service, and 
it will be used largely for carrying oil to 
turope and to Central and South Ameri- 
cait countries, it is announced. Prelimi- 
nary to the establishment of the pro- 
posed foreign oil trade this company and 
several other large oil-producing concerns 
in the Tampico district are providing 
enormous storage facilities at Tampico 
and in the different districts where the 
wells are located. It is estimated that 
more than 12,000,000 barrels of crude oil 
are now in storage in the Tampico terri 
tory, and it is being increased at the rate 
of several hundred thousand barrels each 
month. As fast as the tanks are finished 
they are filled with oil. Many wells are 
capped pending the _ establishment of 
storage facilities to hold their produc.

Hearings on Preposed Amendments 
to Pure Food and Drugs Act, 


TESTIMONY ON PENDING BILLS FOR 
MODIFYING AND STRENGTHENING 
PRESENT LAW CLOSED—PROSPECTS 
FOR EARLY ACTION REGARDING EF- 
FECT OF CURATIVE CLAIMS AND 
NET WEIGHT PROVISIONS. 

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Washington, May 3, 1912. 

The hearings which were begun last 
week before the Committee on Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce of the House on 
the various pending bills for modifying 
and strengthening the Pure Food and 
Drugs law were concluded late on Mon- 
aay last. 

At a meeting of the committee on 
Wednesday it was decided to submit all 
the pending bills, including the Sherley 
bill and the Richardson bill, to a sub- 
committee, consisting of Representatives 
Richarason, of Alabama; Covington, of 
Maryland; Cullop, of Indiana; Stevens, of 
Minnesota, and Esch, of Wisconsin, to 
consider ati the pending questions and 
the hearings thereon and to submit to the 
full committee a draft of such legislation 
as the subcommittee may deem advisable 
in the premises. 

The tact that the hearings before the 
committee have not yet been published 
officially and the members of the commit- 
tee have not had an opportunity to ex- 
amine into the great variety of subjects 
discussed, it probably will be some days 
before the subcommittee will be able to 
give full consideration to the subject and 
make any kind of report to the full com- 
mittee, According to the present indica- 
tions, judging from comments made by 
members of the committee, the chances 
are favorable for early action, at least 
upon some features of the Sherley bill 
intended to correct the alleged defect in 
the Pure Food and Drugs Act as pointed 
out by the Supreme Court of the United 
States in the Johnson cancer cure case, 
and the so-called Stevens net weight bill 
may also be favorably reported. 

There are no assurances among the 
committeemen at this time that the com- 
mittee will be disposed to go into the 
general subject of changes in the Pure 
Food and Drugs law, such as are con- 
teinplated in the Richardson bill. 

The hearings on the subject of modify- 
ing and strengthening the Pure Food and 
Drugs act covered a wide range, and 
the principal statements in behalf of the 
Sherley and Richardson bills, in the form 
they now appear before the committee, 
were made by Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, 
furmer chief of the Bureau of Chemistry, 
and by Dr. L. F. Kebler,, chief of the 
drug section of the Bureau of Chemistry. 
Many of the proposed changes in the 
law were prepared in the Bureau of 
Chemistry, largely upon the recommenda- 
ticn of Dr. Kebler. 

Most of the other statements made be- 
fure the committee, notably those by 
Attorneys H. B. Thompson, of Toledo, 
Ohio, and George L. Douglass, of Chicago, 
representing the Proprietary Association 
or America, and F. H. Freericks, of Cin- 
cinnati, representing the National Asso- 
ciation of Retail Druggists, contained 
sharp criticisms of many of the changes 
proposed in the Pure Food and Drugs Act, 
although many of the amendments were 
indorsed by the representatives of the 
druggists. W. M. Hough, an attorney of 
St. Louis, devoted an argument to what 
he asserted was the impossibility of 
Congress enacting a law to cure alleged 
defects in the Pure Food and Drugs Act 
indicated by the Supreme Court decision 
in the Johnson case, unless Congress 
establishes a standard of cures upon which 
the courts would be able to measure rep- 
resentations made with respect to the 
curative qualities of drugs and compounds, 
F. E. Halliday, of New York, represent- 
ing the National Wholesale Druggists’ 
Association; Dr. Henry C. Lovis, repre- 
senting the drug trade section of the New 
York Board of Trade and Transportation, 
and Thomas F. Main, of the Metropolitan 
Drug Club, New York, also appeared to 
enter general protests against the Rich- 
ardson bill in the form in which it is 
before the committee. 

HABIT-FORMING DRUGS IN PATENT 

MEDICINES. 

Attorney Hough announced that he ap- 
peared before the committee on behalf 
ot the Antikamnia Company and the 
Schaefer Alkaloid Company of New Jer- 
sey. He was particularly vigorous and 
emphatic in denouncing what he said was 
an effort on the part of the officials of 
the Bureau of Chemistry, notably Dr. 
Kebler, chief of the drug section of the 
bureau, to put into the bill ‘a joker,” 
which would accomplish what had sought 
to be done by the government in other 
weys, and which had been defeated A 
the courts. Mr. Hough read from the bill 
the proposed introduction as habit-form- 
ing drugs of phenacetin, acetanilid, caf- 
feine, eic., and declared that the mani- 
test purpose of Dr. Kebler and his asso- 
ciates was to make it impossible to ship 
in interstate commerce patent medicine 
which contains these products. He as- 
serted that these issues had been brought 
up in hearings before the Board of Food 
and Drug Inspection of the department, 
and that the statement had been person- 
ally made by himself that the effort to 
include some of these drugs in the list of 
habit-forming narcotics would be accom- 
plished if it were possible to induce Con- 
gress or the three Secretaries who have 
to do with the making of regulations for 
the enforcement of the Food and Drugs 
law to agree that these drugs should be 
included in the list of habit forming. 

Mr. Hough also declared that the joker 
would be made effective in the bill by the 
other provision, which is to the effect 
that none of the drugs or their deriva- 
tives or compounds should be sold ex- 
cept upon licenses granted by the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture, and he made it clear 
that in his opinion no compounder of 
these drugs would be granted a license 
by the Secretary of Agriculture if the 
Board of Food and Drug Inspection and 
Dr. Kebler had any power to induce the 
Secretary to refuse the license to such 
compounders under any circumstances, 
It would be held in either case, Attorney 
Hough declared, that representations 
made as to these drugs and compounds 
would be false and misleading under the 
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existing law and fraudulent in every re- 
spect. 

Mr. Hough stated that the government 
having been defeated in the coca-cola 
case and in the antikamnia case the ob- 
ject of the government officials was so to 
frame the pending legislation. with_re- 
spect to amendments to the Pure Food 
and Drugs law as to cut out the business 
ot furnishing the Coca-Cola Company the 
drugs that are enumerated, because, un- 
der the declaration of the law, if it should 
be passed as proposed, these drugs would 
be declared to be habit forming and only 
to be sold under the provisions stipulated 
by the law. 

Mr. Hough declared that it is not within 
the province of Congress or the commit- 
tee to declare what drugs are habit form- 
ing or deleterious without a careful in- 
vestigation of the subject and a formal 
decision by some board of experts out- 
siae of the Bureau of Chemistry, of the 
Department of Agriculture, and that the 
opinions expressed either by Dr. Wiley, 
Dr. Kebler or the existing Board of Food 
and Drug Inspection should not be ac- 
cepted as final. He quoted from the de- 
cision of the majority in the, Supreme 
Court of the United States in the John- 
son case to the effect that the court had 
heid that questions as to medicinal mat- 
ters were not to be passed upon by the 
Bureau of Chemistry and accepted as a 
final one. Mr. Hough cited the case of 
phenacetin, and claimed that’ several 
years ago a bulletin was issued by the 
Department of Agriculture, on the au- 
thority of Dr. Kebler, strongly indorsing 
phenacetin as a useful and valuable drug, 
but now it was the purpose of Dr. Kebler 
and his associates to brand phenacetin as 
a habit-torming drug. 

Mr. Hough admitted upon questions 
propounded to him by Representatives 
Martin, of South Dakota; Hamilton, of 
Michigan. and Stevens, of Minnesota, 
that a drug might be useful and valuable 
and yet be a habit-forming drug. 

Mr. Hough said that he had paid no 
attention to the hearings before the com- 
mittee up to this time, because he had 
understood that the object of the com- 
mittee in moving with respect to the Pure 
Food and Drugs law at this time was 
merely to correct such alleged defects in 
the law ag pointed out by the Supreme 
Court of the United States in the John- 
son case, but the committee now seemed 
disposed to proceed further and make 
other amendments in the law upon the 
suggestions and advice of the officials of 
the Agricultural Department. 

STANDARD OF DRUGS CRITICISED. 

Uther sharp criticism was directed by 
Attorney Hough to the American Medical 
Association for its opinions expressed 
with respect to the standards of drugs, 
and he said that this gave no opportu- 
nity for progress in the compounding of 
drugs by independent investigators. Ina 
general discussion of the Johnson case 
Mr. Hough expressed the opinion that it 
would be impossible for the Interstate 
Coinmerce Committee so to frame a law 
as to make it certain that the courts 
would sustain a prosecution directed 
against mere expressions of opinion as to 
the therapeutic qualities of drugs. He 
complained of the disadvantage to which 
the manufacturers of certain compounds 
would be subjected on account of the rule 
of busmess which gave greater prepon- 
derance to the expert testimony than to 
the testimony even of persons who would 
assert that they had been cured or bene- 
lited by the use of certain medicinal com- 
pounds. All these questions were mat- 
ters of opinion, and the United States Su- 
preme Court had indicated this view with 
respect to a law along those lines. 

Attorney Hough also discussed the 
question sought to be established in the 
proposed amendment to the Pure Food 
and Drugs law as to what constituted a 
poison. He criticised a statement that 
had been made by Dr. Wiley at different 
times, generally to the effect that the use 
of poisonous or deleterious substances in 
foods, or the indiscriminate use of medici- 
nal compounds containing even small 
quantities of poisons or habit-forming 
drugs would be injurious to the public, 
Mr. Hough deciared that this was con- 
trary to the general accepted opinion as 
to what the uses of drugs and poisons 
realiy are, and he declared that Dr. 
Wiley was wrong in asserting that the 
use of even a small quantity of a poison- 
ous drug is injurious to health. Mr. 
Hough quoted other medical authorities 
in support of his contention analogous to 
Dr. Wiley’s views. 

The attitude of the National Associa- 
tion of Retail Druggists and the National 
Pharmaceutical Association towards the 
prvuposed changes in the Food and Drugs 
Act was outlined to the committee in an 
elaborate statement by F. H. Freericks, 
Cincinnati, Ohio, a member of the Legis- 
lative Committee of the druggists. 


ATTITUDE OF RETAIL DRUGGISTS. 

Mr. Freericks declared that in dealing 
with the subject of legislation as out- 
lined in the pending bills and with re- 
spect to the original Pure Food and 
Drugs Act the retail druggists of the 
country are not governed by their inter- 
ests, but are concerned about the public 
interest and the public welfare, and they 
do not occupy the position that every 
patent medicine should be abolished. 
They desire to aid Congress in framing 
legislation which will prevent fraud, and 
for the most part they agree with the 
changes suggested in the bills pending be- 
fore the committee, although they oppose 
some of the changes and ask modifica- 
tions in others. . 

The position taken by the retail drug- 
gists is that the variation clause, which 
was incorporated in the original bill and 
which was struck out upon the recom- 
mendation of Dr. Kebler in the draft of 
the bill prepared by tne committee for its 
use, should not be permitted to stand, 
and also that the verbal changes sug- 
gested by Dr. Kebler of changing ‘‘a’’ for 
“any’’ in reference to ‘“‘any name”’ be not 
made. It is the opinion of the retail 
druggists, Mr. Freericks declared, that no 
variation from the standards prescribed 
in the United States Pharmacopeia and 
National Formulary should be permitted. 
He asserted that while the standard pre- 
scribed 10 per cent. of a certain drug or 
tincture the labeling of such a drug at 5 
per cent. strength means nothing and 
may be a fruitful source of fraud and 
imfosition upon the public. He asserted 
that if the article is made above standard 
strength and is really superior in every 
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respect it will find a market under any 
name, and regardless of the standards 
prescribed by the law. . 

Dealing with the proposed changes in 
section 7, Mr, Freericks asserted, on be- 
half of his associates, that another pro- 
vision should be incorporated that noth- 
ing contained in the law shall prohibit 
the sale of drugs, medicines or chemicals 
when sold not for medicines, but for use 
in the arts. When the facts are set out 
on the label of a package that the com- 
modity is intended for use in the arts, or 
by the manufacturing chemist or phar- 
macist, there should be no inhibition of 
such sale or such restrictions as the law 
prescribes for drugs and medicines which 
are intended for medicinal purposes. 

‘The proposed changes in the law pro- 
hibiting the use of methyl or wood alco- 
hol in medicinal compounds was _in- 
dorsed by Mr. Freericks, and he assertea 
that ali such were recognized as harmful 
preducts and should be omitted from 
medicines. He believed that these grades 
of alcohol should be prohibited from be- 
ing used in medicines, whether for inter- 
nal or external use. He thought this pro- 
vision of the law should carry a further 
amendment, or proviso, prohibiting the 
use of these alcohols in the arts if that 
is not already covered ~y the provisions 
of the original Food and Drugs Act. 

Considerable attention was given by 
Mr. Freericks to the fourth sub-section 
of section 6 of the Richardson bill, pro- 
viding for amendments to section 6 in the 
k‘ood and Drugs law regarding cosmetics, 
hair vreparations and dyes, and toilet 
preparations containing poisonous or dele- 
terious ingredients. Mr. Freericks de- 
clared that in his opinion this language 
is too indefinite and that it should not be 
left to any board to determine what con- 
stitutes a poisonous or deleterious ingre- 
dient. What one set of men might hold 
as an injurious article another set would 
hold to the contrary. In his opinion, the 
permitted ingredients should be set forth 
in detail. There was considerable iis- 
cussion participated in by members of 
the committee with Mr. Freericks regard- 
ing what is understood among the medi- 
cal men and pharmacists as to what con- 
stitutes dangerous and poisonous drugs 
and used either internally or externally. 
The witness asserted that in his opinion 
the law should not be open to vigue In- 
terpretation or opinion, but should specify 
Just what dangerous or deleterious crugs 
should not be employed in the manufac- 
ture of cosinetics or other toilet prepara- 
tions, 

LABELING CURATIVE CLAIMS. 

The position taken by Mr. Freericks 
with refereiice to intended blows to be 
struck at employment of ceclarations on 
labels and other advertising with respect 
to the curative or therapeutic properties 
of drugs and compounds was that if the 
law should be made as broad and sweep- 
ing as the Richardson bill in its present 
form it would do great injustice by pre- 
venting the sale of what all recognize as 
simple household remedies which have 
certain well-known remedial qualities. In 
regard to the Richardson bill relating to 
the sales of medicinal compounds in inter- 
state commerce direct to consumers or 
the laity, Mr. Freericks declared that 
there should be substituted in place of 
this provision a provision forbidding the 
sale of medicinal compounds or drugs to 
cousumers or the laity when they con- 
tained certain specific and inhibited in- 
gredients. He thought that there should 
be provision also in regard to the mark- 
ing of packages to show that the com- 
pounds were manufactured or com- 
pounded by legal registered physicians or 
pharmacists, or when sold direct to con- 
sumers or to the laity such registry of 
physician or pharmacist to be at the place 
where the compound is offered for sale, 
rather than accepting the certificate of 
physician or pharmacist in the State 
where the article is manufagtured. 

The question was propounded to Mr. 
Freericks by members of the committee 
whether it would be desirable instead of 
directing attention to ways and means for 
fixing the character and standing of the 
manufacturers, whether medical men or 
pharmacists, that the law should create 
a board of recognized high authority in 
medicine and pharmacy to determine the 
character of the compounds in advance. 
The witness declared that in his opinion 
this would result in substantially the 
same controversy. as now arises over the 
character of medicinal compounds offered 
in interstate commerce, and that it would 
be better to regulate interstate traffic in 
drugs and compounds by’ placing the re- 
sponsibility with recognized physicians 
and pharmacists. 

Dealing with the subject of habit-form- 
ing drugs as covered in the proposed 
changes in section 8 of the Pure Food 
and Drugs law, and especially covering 
the subject of misbranding where such 
drugs are offered for sale in interstate 
commerce, direct to the consumer, Mr. 
Ireericks said that the enumeration of 
these so-called habit-forming drugs or 
deleterious ingredients went a little fur- 
ther than the druggists believed it should 
go. In this respect he disagreed with the 
olficials of the Bureau of Chemistry. He 
believed that barium salts, caustic hydro- 
cyanic acid, creosote, caffeine and calo- 
mel among the mercury salts, the phos- 
phides, nux vomica and theophyllin, and 
especially the reference in the proposed 
amendments to the bill covering in gen- 
erul terms ‘“‘all heart depressants or ex- 
citants,’’ ete., should be omitted. Mr. 
Freericks declared that some of the drugs 
mentioned in the list as proposed to be 
incorporated as habit forming were not 
recognized by druggists and pharmacists 
as habit-forming drugs. He thought also 
that there was a possibility of injustice 
being done if the sales direct to con- 
sumers of all compounds containing these 
so-called habit-forming drugs was to be 
restricted in every case to physicians and 
pharmacists depending upon licenses from 
the Secretary of Agriculture. He called 
attention to the fact that there is no 
specific requirement that the Secretary 
must grant such license and that the re- 
striction was so broad that it might lead 
to a refusal of licenses in certain cases, 
which would work injustice. In fact, 
such a provision better not be in the act 
at all and that the control of the sale of 
these medicinal compounds should be left 
to registered physicians and pharmacists 
in the places where the commodities are 
placed on the market. 


Mr. Freericks asserted that he hoped 
the law would be so framed that it would 
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cover the defect in the Pure Food and 
Drugs law as pointed out by --.o Supreme 
Court in the Johnson case, and he be- 
lieved that the proposed changes should 
reach all false and misleading statements. 
In his opsuon, care should be exercised 
in framing the law so as to cover mani- 
festly fraudulent misbranding and at the 
same time reach traffic in recognized 
ha»it-forming drugs, such as opium, coca 
leaves, ete., and that these should be dis- 
tinctly separated from other provisions 
of the law. 
N. W. D. A.’S CRITICISM. 

‘The next statement before the commit- 
tee was made by F. E. Halliday, of New 
York, representing the National Whole- 
sale Druggists’ Association. Mr. Halli- 
duy said that he appeared at the request 
of Charles A. West, of Boston, chairman 
of the Legislative Committee of the Na- 
tional Wholesale Druggists’ Association, 
wo was unavoidably absent from the 
country. In general terms Mr. Halliday 
said the wholesale druggists disapprove 
of many of the changes proposed in the 
law as represented by the Richardson and 
other bills pending before the committee 
as being too drastic and calculated to 
cause great annoyance and great expense 
to the manufacturing chemists and drug- 
gists without producing any real good to 
the consuming public. In his opinion, the 
provision relating to the allowance for 
variation should be retained in the bill, 
and said that there were many reasons, 
based upon investigations outside of the 
committee, which confirm the United 
States Pharmacopeeia and National For- 
mulary, which should be recognized 
where they are doing good work. 

Mr. Halliday devoted a large part of 
his statement to calling attention to the 
work that has been performed by a com- 
mittee representing the wholesale drug- 
gists in connection with a government 
commission, of which Dr. Hamilton 
Wright is a member, in preparing a bill 
which is soon to be considered by the 
Ways and Means Committee of the 
House, proposing to deal with narcotics 
under the taxing laws of the government. 
In the opinion of Mr. Halliday, the Inter- 
state Commerce Committee might well 
await an examination of that bill, when 
it is introduced, to see if it does not meet 
all the requirements with respect to the 
manufacture and sale in interstate com- 
inerce of narcotics. He asserted that an 
agreement has practically been reached 
with respect to the details of the tax bill 
as to narcotics, and, in his opinion, Con- 
gress will find that the plan proposed for 
dealing with this class of drugs and com- 
pounds is superior to that attempted in 
connection with the Pure Food and Drugs 
aw. 

Mr. Halliday also declared that the 
present law allowing variations should 
not be interferred with and the proviso in 


the Richardson bill should not be taken 
out, 





TECHNICAL NAMES FOR PROPRIETARIES, 

At this point in the hearing an oppor- 
tunity was given H. B. Thompson, of 
roledo, Ohio, the attorney who appeared 
at other occasions before the committee 
as the legal counsel for the manufac- 
turers of proprietary medicines, to ex- 
plain to the committee the legal detini- 
tion and meaning of the terms employed 
with respect to technical or descriptive 
names as applied to products sold in 
interstate commerce. He pointed out that 
under the law the courts have declined to 
protect simply descriptive names. Mr. 
Thompson also took oceasion to explain 
bricfly what he thought the committee 
should do in its effort to correct the al- 
lesed defects in the Pure Food and Drugs 
law as pointed out in the decision of the 
Supreme Court in the Johnson case. Mr. 
fhompson had promised to give a legal 
opinion to the committee as to a way of 
reaching the matter, and he asserted that 
in his opinion the great difficulty to be 
reached in order that injustice’ be not 
dune to the manufacturers of medicinal 
compounds was as to the question of evi- 
deice. He expressed the opinion that in 
all prosecutions involving the question of 
expressed opinions as to curative quali- 
ties of medicinal compounds the wit- 
nesses should be confined to those who 
had personal observation as to curative 
qualities, thereby giving the testimony of 
sucn witnesses great probitive force 
than that of experts. In fact, Mr. 
Chumpson asserted that expert testimony, 
without special knowledge of a particu- 
lar case, should not be given greater 
weight than the testimony of those who 
have observed the actual workings of 
medicines in particular cases. 

Dr. Henry C. Lovis, representing the 
drug section of the Board of Trade and 
rfransportation of New York, appeared to 
enter a general protest on behalf of those 
he represented against the Richardson 
bill being passed in the drastic form in 
which it is pending before the committee. 
He asserted that the board is on record 
as desiring to see enforced a strict law 
regulating the manufacture and sale of 
habit-forming drugs. With respect to the 
proposition for striking out representa- 
tions aus to curative qualities in medi- 
cines, he thought such a provision was 
not certain of accomplishment, and that 
the proposition for preventing all varia- 
tions from the Pharmacopeia and For- 
mulary should not be incorporated in the 
bill, in the opinion of Dr. Lovis, the sub- 
jJect of habit-forming drugs should be 
treated in a separate measure, such as igs 
proposed in the narcotic bill intended to 
be presented to the Ways and Means 
Committee, 

A similar statement to that made by 
Mr. Halliday and Dr. Lovis was sub- 
mitted very briefly by Thomas F. Main, 
of the Metropolitan Drug Club, New 
York. He asserted that the Richardson 
bill as it stand would not produce the 
results desired and would produce un- 
necessary hardship on manufacturers and 
wolesalers of drugs and compounds. 
Hie said that the manufacturers and 
druggists were not familiar with the de- 
tails of the Richardson bill as it is being 
considered in committee, they having 
only séen. the original draft of the Rich- 
ardson bill, and time should be given for 
formal written protests to be made by 
the representatives of the manufacturers 
ane drugetate against the bill as it now 
stands. 


DR. WILEY ATTACKS NOSTRUMS. 
At this point in the hearing the stand 
wus taken by Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, for- 
mer chief of the Bureau of Chemistry in 











the Department of Agriculture, and chair- 
man of the Board of Food and Drugs In- 
spection. Dr. Wiley said that he ap- 
peared to give his opinion after many 
years of service in government occupa- 
ticn as au abserver of the pure food law, 
and he talked at great length in explana- 
tion of the opinion which he_ enter- 
tains that if there is not a way for the 
Federal Government to protect the people 
of one State against fraud and, traffic in 
injurious compounds shipped into such 
State from an adjoining State, then the 
whole Federal system in relation to inter- 
state traffic is a failure. In discussing 
specifically the Johnson case, Dr. Wiley 
explained that the pure food law has been 
held by the courts to have no control over 
medicinal compounds except what is stat- 
ed on the label of each package of such 
compound. If it is not there the prepara- 
tion is not subject to the law. 

Dr. Wiley was especially severe and sar- 
castic in his denunciation of alleged cures 
for diseases which do not exist, and he 
asserted that in most cases that where 
cures have been alleged to have been ef- 
fected, the person cured never was af- 
flicted with the disease alleged to have 
been cured. He asserted that in far too 
many instances, manufacturers and deal- 
ers in quack nostrums are engaged not 
only in defrauding the public by sales of 
fraudulent compounds, but they were 
playing upon the imagination of the peo- 
ple by advertisements enumerating symp- 
toms of disease. He cited an instance that 
had come to his attention in a Western 
city where one firm had headquarters in a 
building from which was dispensed medi- 
cines for which great curative qualities 
were claimed, and adjoining the head- 
quarters were other quarters maintained 
by the same firm denouncing the com- 
pound dispensed in the first mentioned 
place, and offering another compound as 
a specific for the disorders that were al- 
leged to be caused by the drugs and the 
medicines put out from the first head- 
quarters. “In other words,’’ said Dr. 
Wiley, “this is the method of the quacks 
to catch them going or coming.’’ 

The key to Dr. Wiley'’s declaration in 
regard to the sale of drugs and com- 
pounds direct to the consumer was that 
all States and municipalities throughout 
the country have specific requirements re- 
gurding obtaining certificates or register- 
ing of doctors, pharmacists and chemists, 
and yet people of the different States are 
wholly unprotected from quacks and peo- 
ple who do not even pretend to be doc- 
tors placing on the market alleged reme- 
dies for disease with explanation of symp- 
toms and offers of cures therefor with- 
out the patient ever being seen by the 
persons who pretend to diagnose the case, 
and this fraud he believes the people of 
the country desire to have prevented. Dr. 
Wiley said that most of the States have 
fair and reasonable legislation not only 
with respect to the practice of medicine 
and pharmacy, but also the traffic in 
drugs and medicine within their borders. 
The fault lies in the want of legislation 
to prevent the people of one State perpe-'\ 
trating frauds upon the people of another 
State. 

From records which he prgduced, giv- 

«ing expressions made by members of the 
American Medical Society and the Car- 
nexie Institute, Dr. Wiley adduced a mass 
of sharp criticism of certain so-called 
medical reform institutions and the con- 
ditions which exist in some of the States 
with respect to recognition of so-called 
“creeds in healing,’’ ete., which he pre- 
sented with great vigor and earnestness 
Dr. Wiley declared that. there are no 
miracles in healing, and that the prog- 
ress in medicine was the result of careful 
study by scientific men into the causes. 
of diseases and the effects upon the hu- 
man system of drugs that are intended 
as cures for disease, but as means for 
aiding in the rehabilitating of the body 
so that it will be in position to throw off 
disease. 

Replying to a statement in the majority 
opinion of the Supreme Court that the 
Bureau of Chemistry should not be ac- 
cepted as authority in medical matters, 
Dr. Wiley said that this expression by the 
court was based upon the fact that the 
writer of the opinion was not aware that 
the Bureau of Chemistry contained some 
of the most learned and distinguished 
physicians in the United States. 

Dr, Wiley declared with much feeling 
and earnestness that in his judgment the 
word ‘fraudulent’’ should not be incor- 
porated in the law. In his opinion the 
whole question is a matter of false and 
misleading statements, and that one of 
the greatest fights that had been carried 
on at the time of the passage of the orig=> 
inal Pure Food and Drugs Act was to 
keep out of the law the word ‘“‘know- 
ingly.’ President Taft, he said, had fallen 
into the error, which is common among 
lawyers, and the same error had been re- 
peated in the testimony of lawyers be- 
fore the committee at the present hear- 
ing, in that the President had used the 
word “knowingly” in a message to Con- 
gress with respect to the desirability for 
strengthening the Pure Food and Drugs 
law. Dr. Wiley declared the Pure Food 
and Drugs law and the proposed changes 
therein is a matter wholly for the protec- 
tion of the consumers of medical com- 
pounds and not as a means for punishing 
fraud. Lawyers, he declared, are alert 
to protect the interest of men charged 
with crime, and that this is not the pur- 
pose of the Pure Food and Drugs Act, 
and it is a matter of greater concern to 
Congress to protect the people, and that 
some dealers in fraudulent medicinal 
compounds should be punished for the 
frauds they perpetrate, 


HABIT-FORMING DRUGS 

Dr. Wiley took issue with the represen- 
tatives of the retail druggists and others 
in regard to the enumerated habit-form- 
ing drugs in the pending Richardson bill. 
Hie asserted that hydrocyanic acid is a 
deadly poison, and that barium salts, cal- 
omel, ete., should never be utilized in 
icines and allowed to reach the con- 
suming public, except upon prescription 
of physicians Turning his attention to 
the coca-cola case, Dr. Wiley asserted 
that thousands of people in the country 
have contracted a habit through the caf- 
feine, which he declared is a habit-form- 
ing drug In response to a question by 
Acting Chairman Richardson whether the 
committee would be guilty of any impro- 
priety in attempting specifically to pro- 
vide in the law at this time that caffeine 
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is a habit-forming drug, pending the final 
settlement of the coca-cola case in the 
courts, Dr. Wiley asserted that there is 
no issue in the case as to whether caf- 
feine is or is not a habit-forming drug. 
The coca-cola case, he declared, turned 
on the question whether caffeine is an 
added substance in the manufacture of 
coca-cola. The lower court had declined 
to allow the question to be considered 
whether caffeine is or is not a habit-form- 
ing, a dangerous or deleterious substance. 
The question turned in that case wholly 
on the point whether the original making 
of the beverage—coca-cola—had included 
caffeine as one of the original ingredients, 
and for that reason caffeine could not be 
considered as. an added substance put in. 
In other words, said Dr. Wiley, it one 
manufactures a food produét and places 
it on the market as an original compo'.nd 
and one of the ingredients of that orizirual 
compound is strychnine, it must be held 
that the strychnine in tne food produc. 
was not an added substance, but it would 
be held to be a part of the original fvod 
product. 

br. Wiley asserted that very much of 
the fraud and humbug in food and drug 
matters arose from efforts to place in 
food and drug products’ ingredients which 
are found in other food and drug prod- 
ucts, the claim being made that said 
transcription of such foods and drugs is 
not improper. He said that tobacco con- 
tains nicotine, but it would be improper 
to put nicotine in food. 

Speaking particularly of the variation 
clause, Dr, Wiley said that the committee 
shuvuld bear in mind that the Pure Food 
and Drugs Act is intended to protect the 
buyer and not the seller, and that pre- 
scribed standards should be adhered to. 
He insisted that there is danger in per- 
mitting any variation from these stand- 
ards. 

Turning from the critical examination 
of the various provisions of the Richard- 
son bi and other measures pending be- 
fore the committee, Dr. Wiley submitted 
what he declared was an independent 
proposition that did not result from any 
conference he had held with the officials 
of the Bureau of Chemistry, but was to 
his mind a way of reaching the alleged 
defects in the Pure Food and Drugs Act 
covering the point as to selling com- 
pounds direct to consumers or the laity. 
Dr. Wiley said that the wrong rests to 
a large extent in the fact that where a 
patient has been subjécted to malpractice 
by a local physician, there is opportunity 
for recovery of damages in suits, but this 
is impossible where fraudulent or danger- 
ous drugs are shipped from one State 
into another, He believes that the law 
should specifically say that no article sold 
direct to consumers or the laity should 
contain any of the specified hahit-forming 
drugs, and that the compourds contain- 
ing these drugs should only be sold under 
circumstances where the compounder and 
selier is a recognized registered physician 
or pharmacist. He declared that in his 
opinion the haw should contain nothing 
with respect to alleged curative qualities, 
but should squarely cut out the right to 
seii dangerous drugs direct to consumers. 
He asserted that other so-called remedies, 
if disposed of under the provisions of the 
law, will not do much damage. He cited 
the meat inspection laws, the laws re- 
lating to the sale of serums and anti- 
toxins as evidence that Congress has spe- 
cifically "prohibited the sale in interstate 
commerce of these commodities except 
unaer terms prescribed py law. The ques- 
tion being put to Dr, Wiley whether he. 
wuuld require that ‘all medicinal com- 
pounds placed on the market should con- 
tain on their labels a statement of the in- 
gredients, he emphatically declared that 
there should be no secrets in medicine, 
and that every medicinal compound which 
Is supposed to be helpful as a remedy for 
disease should be sold in broad open light 
for the benefit of mankind. 

in closing,. Dr, Wiley promised to pre- 
pare and present to the committee an 
outline of the proposed changes in the 
law along the lines he favors in contra- 
distinction to the provisions of the Rich- 
ardson bill as proposed by Dr. Kebler and 
the other ofticials of the Bureau of Chem- 
istry. 

The hearing closed late Monday even- 
ing with a brief statement by Dr, Kebler, 
the originator of many of the proposed 
changes in the law, who took occasion to 
criticise sharply what he said was the 
improper practice of some of the well- 
known standard houses, who became 
careless in their methods of doing busi- 
ness. Dr. Kebler also examined in detail 
the history of the Johnson case. and de- 
clared that, in his opinion, the committee 
should exercise every possible care to see 
tc it that the law is strengthened in the 
interests of the public, even if some hard- 
ship is imposed upon manufacturers and 
dealers in drugs and compounds offered 
fcr sale in interstate commerce. 
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Quinine Imports of United States 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Washington, May 3, 1912. 

Nearly $15,000,000 worth of quinine and 
the material from which it is extracted 
has been imported into the United States 
during the past dozen years. Figures com- 
piled by the Bureau of Statistics, Depart 
ment of Commerce and Labor, show that 
in the period 1900-11, inclusive, fully 40,000,- 
wo ounces of quinine and nearly 50,000,000 
pounds of cinchona and otHer quinine- 
bearing barks have been imported, their 
aggregate value being about $14,000,000. In 
the current fiscal year the imports of cin- 
chona bark will probably be about 3,500,000 
pounds, valued at about $250,000, and of 
quinia and its various salts 3,000,000 
ounces, valued at approximately $500,000. 
While quinine has long been a staple 
product of importation into the country 
no marked growth in its imports has oc- 
curred in the last quarter of a century. 
In, 1882, for example, over 5,000,000 pounds 
of cinchona bark were imported; in 1892, 
4,500,000; in 1902, 3,750,000, and in 1912 will 
probably be about 3,500,000 pounds. In 
Is82 the imports of quinine and the various 
salts of quinine amounted to 795,000 ounces; 
in 1854, 1,500,000 ounces; in 1892, two and 
five-sixth million; in 1902, two and five- 
sixths million; in 1906, 4,750,000, and in 
1911, 3,750,000, while the rate of importation 
in the nine months of the current year for 
which figures are at hand point to a total 


of about 3,000,000 ounces in the twelve 
months ending with June. 

Meantime the price of quinine has stead- 
ily fallen. in 1882 the average import 
value per ounce was a little less than $2; 
in 1902 it had dropped to 28e., and in the 
first nine months of the current fiscal year 
was but 15c. Likewise cinchona bark, the 
botanical source of quinine, has dropped 
in average import value per pound from 
»s6c. in 1882 to less than 8c. in 1912. 

The decrease in imports of quinine, de- 
spile the growth in population meantime, 
is ascribed to a variety of causes. Among 
them may be mentioned improved condi- 
tions of sanitation and drainage through- 
out the country, thus decreasing the prev- 
alence of malarial and other fevers for 
which quinine has long been known to be 
a specific and in the treatment of which 
it was formerly the chief reliance. The 
drainage of swampy districts, the better 
screening of homes and the discovery of 
the relation between mosquitoes and 
fevers generally have had a large part in 
reducing the prevalence of diseases for 
which quinine was and is still largely 
used, while the development of the chem- 
ical industry has brought into use a large 
body of coul tar and other preparations 
which share with quinine its "popularity 
as a remedy of fevers and as a general 
tonic in professional and domestic prac- 
tics. 

Cinchona, or Peruvian bark, is. the 
generic name of a number of trees in- 
digenous to Peru, Ecuador and Bolivia, 
tormerly the chief producers of that ar- 
ticle. In the seventeenth century, how- 
ever, it was first imported into Europe, 
whcre its value was quickly recognized 
and its use largely extended. Later the 
cinchona tree was transplanted from 
South America to Java, India, Ceylon and 
certain other countries, and its cultivation 
developed until Java and the British East 
Indies have become the world’s chief pro- 
ducers of cinchona bark. With this de- 
velopment of its culture in the Orient has 
come a marked change in the source of 
the cinchona bark imported into the coun- 
try in the last thirty years. Back in 1882, 
when the annual imports. exceeded 5,000,- 
000 pounds, nearly 3,000,000 pounds were 
imported from Colombia, one and one- 
third millions from England, about 600,000 
pounds from South America exclusive of 
Colombia, 106,000 pounds from. Mexico and 
smaller quantities from the British West 
indies, the British East Indies, Central 
American States, France, Germany-~ and 
the Dutch West Indies. In more recent 
years, however, Netherlands is nominally 
the source of practically all the cinchona 
and other quinine-bearing barks imported. 
In the fiscal year 1911 the total imports of 
the class named were 3,826,000 pounds, of 
which 3,769,000 were stated as from Neth- 
erlands, nearly 38,000 from Germany and 
the remaining 19,000 pounds from England. 
Presumably a large part of the cinchona 
imported from Netherlands is from Java, 
whose exports of that article, chiefly to 
Netherlands, amounted to 18,000,000 pounds 
in 1910, 

Germany is the great source of the 
quinia and the various salts extracted 
from cinchone bark imported into the 
United States. Of the 3,219,000 ounces im- 
ported in the fiscal year 1911 1,958,000 ounces 
came trom Germany, as against 946,000 
ounces from Netherlands, 207,000 ounces 
trum tne Dutch East Indies, 83,000 ounces 
froin ‘England and 25,000 ounces’ from 
Krance. 
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Patents on Suprarenal Active 
Principle Sustained by Feder- 
al Court of Appeals 


PARKE, DAVIS & co, SUCCESSFUL 
AGAINST MULFORD COMPANY ON 
CLAIM COVERING VALIDITY AND IN- 
FRINGEMENT OF TAKAMINE ADREN- 
ALIN PATENTS—CONSTRUCTION OF 
LOWER COURT MODIFIED. 


Tne United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals of the Second Circuit has substan- 
tially upheld the decrees of the Circuit 
Court for the Southern District of New 
York in the actions of Parke, Davis & 
Co. against the H. K, Mulford Company, 
ot Philadelphia, sustaining the validity 
and infringement by the defendant of the 
‘Takamine patents on glandular extrac- 
tive products, which were known as 
adrenalin and adrin, products of the 
complainant and defendant, respectively. 
The ruling of the lower court is, however, 
modified by a limitation by the Appellate 
‘Term wherein it holds that the construc- 
tion of Judge Hand below was too broad 
in covering a chemical compound, pro- 
duced wholly irrespective of the suprare- 
nal glands with recognized physiological 
characteristics and reactions and that the 
claim should be restricted to a substance: 
in the production of which the suprarenai 
glands have played some part. In the 
vpinion of the higher court it was cited 
thal a principle possessing all of the 
physiological characteristics of the su- 
prarenal glands might be discovered in 
the bones or scales of certain fish, or in 
the root of some shrub, or might be es- 
tablished by a synthetic process, but 
whether the products by these methods 
would constitute an infringement of the 
‘Takamine patents the court was unwill- 
ing to consider so long as it was not 
pertinent to the issue at bar. The opinion 
of the Appellate Term was rendered by 
Justice Lacombe, with whom were assv- 
ciated Justiies Ward and Noyes. The 
opinion, prefaced by a statement of the 
tacts concerning the action of the lower 
court, follows:— 

This cause comes here upon appeals from 
two decrees of the Circuit Court, Southern Dis- 
trict of New York. Two suits instituted hy 
appellee for alleged infringement of letters pat- 
ent were heard in that court and presented 
here upon one. record. In the first case de- 
fendant is charged with infringement of patent 
No, 730,176, dated June 2, 1903, by Jokichi 
Takamine, for glandular extractive product, 
and the other case charges infringement of 
patent No, 753,177, to the same patentee, dated 
February 23, 1904, for glandular extractive 
compound. Complainant's commercial prod- 
ucts are known, respectively, as ‘‘adrenalin’’ 
and ‘‘adrenalin solution’’; defendant's product 
is known as ‘‘adrin,’’ either dry or in solu 
tion in acidified water. 

In the first suit the Circuit Court held that 
patent 730,176 was good and valid as ww 
claims 1, 2, 6, 9 11, 12, 13, 14 and 15, ana 
that defendant had infringed these claims. In 
the second suit the Circuit Court held that pat- 
ent 753,177 was good and valid as to cl#ims 
1, 2, 5 and 6, and that detendant had infringed 
these claims, Upon an adverse decision as to 


claims 3 and 4 the complainant filed a dis- 
claimer and these two claims are not here 
considered. 

Justice Lacombe’s Opinion. 


Judge Hand's opinion is most exhaustive, the 
specitications, the claims, the prior art, the 
difficult chemical questions presented and the 
nature of complainant’s and defendant's prod- 
ucts are all set forth fully and with greatest 
clearness; all the arguments which have been 
presented to us are carefully discussed. It 
will be sufficient to refer to that information 
for all these details and to indicate here inerely 
a few subjects on which we have reached a 
different conclusion. Upon all the main fun- 
damental questions we fully concur in Judge 
Hand's reasoning and conclusions. 

Betore the patentee’s appearance in the field 
it had been discovered that the suprarenal 
glands of certuin animals when dried and ,.ow- 
dered er in aqueous solution, possessed hemo- 
static blood pressure raising and astringent 
properties which indicated that they might be 
utilized in medical, surgical or other arts. 
‘they were so used, but for various reasons 
which are fully set forth in Judge Hand's 
opinion, they were most unsatisfactory. It was 
important, if possible to ascertain what it 
was in these glands which possessed these 
physiological properties, whether it- was a 
‘“‘principle’’ or a ‘‘condition,*’ and if it were a 
“‘principle’’ to isolate it from its environment 
with other principles so as to obtain it in a 
stable, pure and concentrated form, efficient 
and constant in action, and which could be 
used without danger of bringing deleterious 
and injurious bodies tnto contact “with or !n- 
troducing such bodies into the patient's sys- 
tem. This Takamine did, and by a process 
which is the subject of another patent not 
here in suit, he produced a substance—a chem- 
ical compound in the form both of a_ base 
and of a salt—possessing the physiological 
characteristics of the glands, and in the prac- 
tically pure and stable form which was de- 
sired. We are satisfied that his invention— 
this product—was a highly meritorious one and 
that is covered by his patents. 

Upon the question of infringement of the 
first patent we find it desfrable, for reasons 
hercinafter stated, to discuss some of these 
claims, 

The first one reads as follows:— 

1. ‘“‘A substance possessing the herein de- 
scribed physiological characteristics and reac- 
tions of the suprarenal glands in a stable and 
concentrated form, and practically free from 
inert and associated gland tissue.'’ 

Is this claim confined to a product which 
has been isclated from the suprarenal glands, 
or does it cover broadly a chemical compound 
produced wholly frrespective of those glands 
and possessing the indicated characteristics and 
reactions’ Jujge Hand apparently gave it the 
broader construction, but we think the lan- 
guage of the claim will not permit such in- 
terpretation. It states that the substance is 
“practically free from associated gland tissue.’’ 
The idea of freedom from associated gland 
tissue seems to import that, except for the cir- 
cumstance that such freedom had been brought 
about, the substance would have remained as- 
sociated with gland tissue. The claim, there- 
fore, should, we think, be restricted to a sub- 
stance in whose production the suprarenal 
glands (whose physiological characteristics were 
already known) have played some part. But 
this narrower construction of the first claim 
does not result in relieving it from the charge 
ef infringing it. The product is a substance 
possessing the indicated character and the con- 
stituents of which, or some cf them, were at 
one iime associated with suprarenal gland 
tissue. 

Defendant has argued at ereat length that its 
prodnet contains many times the quantity of 
irert inorganic matter which is found in the 
product of the patent. It construes the words 
‘practically free of inert and associated gland 
tissue’ as calling for a practical freedom 
from “‘‘inert’’ inorganic matter, as well as 
“‘inert’’ organic matter. Reference to the +pec- 
ifications makes the meaning of this clause 
clear, The patentee there states that the diffi- 
culty with the crude earlier preparations of 
dried and powdered glands, or aqueous solu- 
tion thereof, was that they were not ‘‘free 
from injurious and decomposing ingredients."’ 
He further states that his invention renders 
the desirable preperties of the glands avail- 
able for use in a form which is without dan- 
ger of bringing deleterious and injurious bodies 
into contact with or introducing such bodies 
into the patient's system.’’ He describes the 
process at considerable length, and of the 
products of such process says:—‘‘This consti- 
tutes the product of my _ invention.’’ This, 
however, he states, contains mineral matters 
and other impurities and inert substances in 
organic matter, which may, he says, be re- 
moved (by precipitation, ete.), thus further 
purifving his substance which is his invention. 
The first claim, therefore, fairly covers the sub- 
stane which he says is the invention, a sub- 
stance practically ‘ree from inert organic mat- 
ter, even though it has not been subjected to 
the first optional treatment to free it practi- 
cally also from inert inorganic matter. Thus to 
construe the claim does not invelve reading into 
it words which the patentee has not Inserted. 
The words “‘inert gland tissue’’ are ambiguous; 
that may mean gland tissue which is organic, 
or which is inorganic or both. It is quite in 
aceord with well recognized canons of con- 
struction to turn to the specifications to see if 
they will remove all doubt as to the sense in 
which the words of the clalm are used. in 
our opinion they do so in this case, and 
defendant's dry product is an_ infringement 
yf this claim. 

There are in the first patent sixteen claims 
The patentee had invented a single product pos- 
sessing certain characteristics and reactions; 
in order to be sure so to express himself that 
his claim might not fall short of his invention, 
to undertake to identify his product in varying 
forms of words. When such a patent comes 
before a court in a suit against some partic- 
ular infringer and it is found that one valid 
claim is sufficient to cover the particular in- 
fringement and all possible variations of it 
accomplished by colorable modifications, it is 
not always necessary to discuss other claims to 
the patent, which complainant may insist 
equally cover the infringement. 

The claims, other than the one now before 
us. may be divided into two groups. The first 
group comprises claims, which enumerate one 
or other of the various reactions or character- 
istics set forth in the specifications and which 
are all included in the broader language of the 
first claim. Suen is the second claim, which 
differs from the first claim only in stating that 
the ‘“‘substance’’ has ‘‘a whitish color when in 
a dry or solid condition.’ All the claims of 
this group, however (Nos. 2, 9, 11, 12 and 14), 
contain, as does the first claim, the phrase 
practically free from ‘‘associated gland tissue.” 
This phrase, as has been seen, we corstrue as 
importing that the product, or one or more of 
its constituents, was at some time associated 
with glard tissue of the suprarenal glands. 
As thus construed, we concur with Judge Hand 
in the conelusion that all of them are valid 
and that defendant’s product infringes them 
all. 

The second group of claims comprises the 
sixth, thirteenth and fifteenth. None of these 
contain any reference to associated gland tis- 
sue. It is sufficient to quote the sixth:— 

“6. A crystalline substance possessing the 
herein described physiological characteristics 
and reactions of the suprarenal glands, said 
substance having the property of crystalizing 
in a variety of forms.”

CARDAMOMS.—Bovth bleached and 
decorticated show an upward tendency 
in the London market, and the latter 
gride has been advanced 5c. here to 
yle.@$1 on a marked searcity of offer- 
ings, after sales had heen made at 
<i’e. At the London auction Taurs- 
day good bold Ceylon-Mysore com- 
manded an advance of 4d. Bleached 
ecntinues to be quoted at 90c.@$1.05, 

CELERY.—Though an _ out-of-town 
house which is the largest noider is 
again asking 30c., most of the local 
operators and dealers ure offering to 
sell at materially lower prices, and it 
is possible to obtain fair-sized lots as 
low as 25c., though 26c., 27c. and 28c. 
are also being quoted on very small 
quantities. The demand continues brisk 
for the meager stocks held here. 

CORIANDER. — Poth natural and 
bleached ure decidedly stronger as a 
result of an active demand, part of 
which is for export to the primary mar- 
kets. Considerable business has al- 
ieady been done and the available 
stecks here are held by operators who 
nave firm views. The quotation on 
nutural has recently been raised Ic. to 
5@5'ec., and that on bleached is three- 
quarters of a cent higher at 5%4@éc. 
Sales of single bag lots continue to be 
made at 5%c. 

FENUGREEK.—There is a fair de- 
mand and the local market is hold- 
ing steady at 2%@3c., as to quality and 
quantity. Cable advices report an ad- 
vance in the import cost, which makes 
it the equivalent of 2%e. 

MILLET.—Our Leghorn correspond- 
ent advises us that the season for 
white huiled may now be considered as 
at an end and adds that there are no 
stocks available in that center and will 
be none from this time on until the new 
crop is harvested. In the local market 
hulled is commanding 4@4\%c., while 
natural is still quoted at 2@2%c. 

PARSLEY.—Supplies in the local mar- 
ket are extremely small, there being 
only small jobbing lots obtainable at 
72c. for the highest grades. Lower 
grades are being offered down to 45c. 


Spices, 


Though there appears to be less spec- 
ulative interest in the market, consid- 
erable activity continues to be noted 
as a result of steady buying by grind- 
ers of pepper, cloves, mace and cassias. 
Supplies of many grades are very scan- 
ty, but there have been few additional 
price changes, aside from a further ad- 
vance in cloves, within the week. Ad- 
ditional upturns in several of the spices 
seem to be inevitable, however, in view 
of the increasing scarcity of stocks and 
the growing demand. Arrivals have 
been running very small of late and 
have, in most instances, been absorbed 
by the grinding trade. No definite in- 
formation has yet been received as to 
the size of the new crops of pepper, 
cloves and pimento, which will not ma- 
ture and be harvested for some time. 

CASSIAS.—Saigon is unobtainable on 
the spot, but local operators are offer- 
ing late summer deliveries around 40c. 
Batavia No. 1 is very scarce, but good 
short-stick is in moderate supply. China 
cases and broken cases are being 
quoted at higher figures in Canton for

new crop offerings, but spot stocks are 
very meager and the demand, decided- 
ly limited. Recent arrivals include 
8,075 bales from Hong Kong. Buds are 
slightly easier as a result of keen com- 
petition between local dealers, who are 
quoting them at 16@lic., according to 
quantity. Arrivals have amounted to 
100 cases from Hong Kong. 

CINNAMON.—There is little genuine 
Ceylon bark available here with the ex- 
ception of small parcels of No. 3 and a 
few bales of No. 1. Futures continue to 
be quoted extremely high, but there has 
been no change in spot quotations, 
which are 31%@32c. for No. 1, 30%@ 
3l%c. for No. 2, and 29@30c. for No. 3. 
Arrivals within the week at the local 
port have included 50 bales from Co- 
lombo, 1 bale from Nassau and 100 
bags of chips from Colombo. 

CLOVES.—A further advance of a 
quarter cent has occurred in Zanzibar 
grades within the interval, the revised 
quotation being 14@14%c. The scarcity 
of supplies in London has become so 
acute that English dealers have been 
compelled in some instances to buy in 
the New York market at prices slight- 
ly above l4c. Recent arrivals at the 
local port have included 833 bags from 
London and 822 bags from Liverpool. 
Amboyna grades are still being offered 
at 19@20c. 

GINGERS.—African No. 1 is quoted 
slightly 1ower for shipment from Liver- 
pool, but no quotable changes have 
been made in other grades within the 
week, and buying is confined to merely 
routine purchasing for actual needs. 
Recent arrivals at the local port have 
included 200 bags from Cochin, 492 bags 
from Kingston, 400 bags from Ham- 
burg, 202 bags from Liverpool and 114 
bags from London. 

MACE.—Stocks of both Banda and 
Penang are extremely scarce here and 
likely to continue so for some time, as 
the demand from grinders is far in ex- 
cess of the current supply. Predictions 
of further advances in prices are being 
made daily. Recent arrivals have in- 
cluded 180 cases from Rotterdam. 

NUTMEGS.—Grinding grades have 
been virtually exhausted and prices are 
being firmly held at 134%@13%c. for 105s 
to 110s, 14@14\%c., for 75s to 80s and 13% 
@l4c. for grinding. Recent arrivals at 
the local port have included 215 bags 
from Rotterdam. 

PEPPERS.—There is a brisk demand 
for spot offerings, and grinders are 
also absorbing all arrivals. steadily, 
leaving the spot market almost bare. 
The Holland, Havre and Far Eastern 
spot markets are slightly firmer and 
prices are a little higher for spring and 
summer deliveries. As the Far East 
markets are even firmer than the local 
market, little business is being done 
abroad. From the present outlook it 
would seem that the crops of Singapore 
and Acheen, which are due in June, 
will be very small and that the Telll- 
cherry and Aleppy crops will likewise 
be less than normal. The August-Oc- 
tober crop of Lampong has already 
been sold to a great extent, and the 
world's supply is now to be found in 
Holland and France, from which coun- 
tries the grinders in the United States 
and the consuming trade of Europe are 
being compelled to draw their require- 
ments and will continue to obtain their 
needs until October 1. The future of 
the market is therefore believed to rest 
with the European holders. The most 
liberal source of supply at the moment 
is the Holland stock of Lampong, 
which is being reduced steadily. White 
peppers are relatively higher than 
blacks and stocks of the white grades 
are so- small and so centralized that 
prices are expected to be firmly main- 
tained for some time. Recent arrivals 
at the local port have included 800 bags 
from Allepy, 1,514 bags from Hamburg, 
and 1,880 bags from Cochin. Govern-

Saturday Noon, May 4, 1912. 

Though still handicapped to some ex- 
tent by the distracting influence of the 
Presidential campaign and by other po- 
litical agitations, the local wholesale 
drug trade has enjoyed a moderate 
business within the interval under re- 
view, as it has booked a fair volume 
of orders in virtually all lines and, 
with few exceptions, has been favored 
by advancing prices. Buying of crude 
drugs by manufacturers of proprietary 


products in the East has reached much 
larger proportions than for several 
previous weeks, and purchasing of 
pharmaceuticals by retail drug inter- 
ests in New York city has been espe- 
cially brisk. ‘The flood damage in the 
Southwest has curtailed business from 
this section materially and the belated 
advent of spring hus deiayed the plac- 
ing of orders for many seasonable 
goods, but, although in most parts of 
the country hanaiers of drugs have 
continued to show a tendency to buy 
only in hand-to-mouth fashion, the ag- 
gregate of their orders has been much 
larger than expected at the outset of 
the week. Uneasiness on the score of 
tariff revision and the possible enact- 
ment of drastic amendments to the 
federal Food and Drugs Act has waned 
preceptibly within the week, as it has 
become more apparent that none of 
the objectionable provisions in the pro- 
posed legislation before Congress will 
be passed at the present session. 

Of foremost importance among the 
week’s price changes has been another 
sharp advance in prices of quinine 
Salts, amounting to 34c., which has 
carried the bulk quotation on sulphate 
ana bi-sulphate in 100-ounce tins to 
19%c. As this additional raising of the 
price of thse salts has been clue prin- 
cipally to the obvious curtailment of 
bark shipments from Java and, as this 
policy is likely to be continued by the 
growers on that island for some time 
to come, a further upward movement 
in both the bark and salts quotations 
is looked for within the near future. The 
virtual exhaustion of all surplus stocks 
of dynamite glycerine and the increas- 
ing demand for this and the refined 
grades has caused another material ad- 
vance in prices of C. P. and crude. 
Other articles which have been ad- 
vanced within the week include ace- 
tone, silver gelatine, nitrate of silver, 
balsam toilu, gum gamboge, Cape aloes 
and camphor, clove, citronella and 
spearmint oils. On the other hand, 
there have teen reductions in the 
prices of powdered and granular opium, 
Gernian ergot, gum asafoetida, culvers 
root, pink root, pareira brava, larkspur 
seed, wormseed oil, arnica flowers, star 
anise seed and large German fennei 
seed. °

Temporary closing of the port of 
Smyrna, as a result of the approach of 
the Italian fleet, has caused a serious 
interruption of communication between 
this primary center for Turkish gum 
and other countries with the result 
that considerable information in re- 
gard to the condition of the maturing 
crop and the markets for the gum in 
that country has been withheld within 
the interval under review. Even the 
cable advices from Smyrna furnish evi- 
dence of the strictest kind uf censoring 
and the transmissions of cablegrams 
from Constantinople as well as the 
first-mentioned market has been de- 
layed two and even three days in many 
instances. Latest cable advices from 
our correspondents in Smyrna and 
Constantinople, however, tell of a fur- 
ther stiffening of prices in these cen- 
ters and suggest further advances 
within the near future. In Constanti- 
nople, for example, recent sales of 
good Turkey druggists’ have been made 
at an advance of 1s. 9d., while soft 
goods have commanded 8d. more than 
hitherto. News on the new crop 
states that the fall sowings have gen- 
erally been unsuccessful, but adds that 
the spring planting promises well. 
Reports on weather conditions in. the 
crop-growing sections have been of 
conflicting character, one set of reports 


telling of an unusually late snowfali in 
these districts, and unother of much- 
needed rains. At the close of the week 
it was learned that good Turkey drug- 
gists’ was commanding the squivalent 
of $6.15 in Smyrna. It is therefore be- 
lieved in some quarters of the local 
market that, as the new crop gum will 
not become available until August, of- 
ferings of the old crop will be almost 
exhausted by that time and much 
higher prices will therefore be reached. 
Manufacturers of morphine, codeine 
and other derivatives of the gum have 
been buying only small amounts with- 
in the week, their purchases rarely ex- 
ceeding meager jobbing quantities. 
Though some local holders are offering 
to sell case and jobbing lots as low as 
$6.25, the leading importer ig..still re- 
fusing to shade $7. Powdered ‘and 
granular grades are quoted by most 
holders about 10c. under the prices 
asked a week ago, the revised quota- 
tions being $8.35@8.50 in both ‘in- 
stances, but the granular grade is’ be- 
ing maintained a little more firmly 
than the powdered. i 


Our correspondent in Constantinople 
has advised us by cable as follows:— 
a Constantinople, May 4, 1912. 
A single case of ordinary Turkey druggists’ 
has been sold at 13s. 10d. The market here is 
weaker. Arrivals to date have amounted to 
1,338 cases, as compared with 4,199 cases for 
the corresponding period of last year. 


Our correspondents in the primary

Smyrna, April 28, 1912. 

The market here is quiet, but firmly main- 
tained. 

Constantinople, April 30, 1912. 

There have been sales of four cases of good 
Turkey druggists’ on a parity of 19s. and a sale 
of one case of soft goods at 26s. 4d. The 
market is quiet. Much-desired rains are now 
reported in the crop-growing districts. Arrivals 
to date have amounted to 1,338 cases, as com- 
pared with 4,190 cases at the corresponding 
time a year ago, 


Our correspondents in Smyrna have 
advised us by mail as follows:— 


Smyrna, April 20, 1912. 

Rumors have been circulated throughout this 
week respecting adverse weather conditions, 
and these reports have naturally caused a 
stronger feeling to set in and have resulted in 
some local speculative dealing. 

Some 12 cases of new Carahissar talequale 
beginning at 17s. 6d. and ending at 19s. 6d. per 
Ib. f. 0. b. have changed hands, but as there 
are several buyers still in the market a further 
advance of 1s.@18d. per lb. is expected within 
the near future. 

Should the reports of a predicted deficit on 
this year’s outturn prove correct we are cer- 
tain to see again such figures as prevailed last 
fall.

A further sharp advance in quota- 
tions for sulphate and bi-sulphate salts, 
amounting to 34%c. an ounce, was made 
by both domestic and foreign manu- 
facturers Friday in response to an ad- 
ditional upturn of cinchona bark, re- 
corded at the sale in Amsterdam 
Thursday, when an average price of 
4.42 Dutch cents was obtained on the 
78 per cent, of the 6,778 packages sold 
at that auction. As a very firm under- 
tone had been noted in the principal 
markets for the bark since the auction 
held on March 28, no surprise was 
manifested at the news that bark sales 
from Java to Europe for April had 
amounted to only 872,000 Dutch pounds, 
a volume 50,000 pounds less than those 
for February, or at the result of the 
latest of the bark auctions held Thurs- 
day when a unit was reached more 
than a cent above that obtained at 
the previous sale. As this new unit 
showed an uplift of about 30 per cent., 
a corresponding advance in prices of 
the salts was immediately looked for. 
This commensurate marking up of quo- 
tations on the salts carried the first 
hands’ price on sulphate and _  bi- 
sulphate to a basis of 19%c. in 100- 
ounce tins and raised that on 50-ounce 
tins to 20c.- Quotations on other pack- 
ages were similarly advanced to 20%c. 
for 25-ounce tins, 214%c, for 5-ounce tins 
and 24%c. for 1-ounce tins. Prices ask- 
ed by the manufacturers for the alka- 
loids and minor salts were also raised 
proportionately and in some instances 
domestic manufacturers are now offer- 
ing 60 day contracts with protection 
against decline. As it is now evident 
that shipments of the bark from Java 
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are being curtailed by a group of Dutch 
interests, still further advances in 
prices of the bark and salts are ex- 
pected within the near future. As yet, 
however, quotations on cinchona sul- 
phate and on cinchonidia sulphate have 
been left unchanged at 5c. and 10c., re- 
spectively. In second hands there is 
still some German, Java and Amster- 
dam sulphate and bi-sulphate offered 
at 19c., but as these offerings generally 
include old goods, they are not in as 
brisk demand as the new salts, which 
are being firmly maintained by the 
manufacturers on the 19%c. basis, Some 
offers of Java salts for forward de- 
livery are being made at 18%c. The 
previous advance in quotations for the 
salts was made on April 13, when 
prices were marked up from l4ec. to 
16c., this uplift being the first change 
in prices which had occurred in more 
than three years.

In most cases German manufacturers are rot 
very anxious to sell at lower prices, and. in 
consequence of this, distillers are going 


abroad. I do not look for active business for 
several weeks. 
HOPS.—A deadieck still exists be- 
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tween the hop growers and consumers, 
both in New York State and on the 
Pacific Coast. Advices from up-State 
report a greater disposition on the part 
of growers to sell the coming crop, but 
they continue to ask the prices quoted 
earlier in the season and the brewers 


contract at these figures, The spot 
markét has been quiet but steady with-

NITRATE OF SILVER.—The con- 
tinued advance in silver metal had in-

SUGAR OF MILK.—As immediately 
available’ supplies have been reduced 
close to the vanishing point, it is now 
easier to obtain small amounts than 
large lots at. the same prices. First 
hands continue to ask 1i16c. for spot 
goods and’ on contracts covering a 
year, but second hands are offering 
— quantities for spot delivery at 

Up to 18c. is being quoted, how- 
ever, by some manufacturers. 

VENICE TURPENTINE.—True is in 
fair demand and firmly held at 28c. in 
lots of several barrels, at 30c. in single 
barrel lots and at 32c. in still smaller 
quantities.

CARBOLIC.—Although some local 
holders whose accumulations are 
reaching large proportions are offer- 
ing crystals as low as 17%c., the ma- 
jority of dealers in this market are de- 
manding 16c, and up to 18c. for their 
stocks, The English manufacturers, 
however, report very meager supplies 
and add that they welcome the present 
apathy on the part of consumers, as the 
resultant temporary lull in the London 
market is enabling them to catch up 
with deliveries which until recently 
had been belated as a result of a ces- 
sation of operations during the British 
coal strike. Recent arrivals have in- 
cluded 19 casks from Liverpool and 20 
drums from Antwerp. In bottles some 
holders here are asking as high as 25c., 
but others are still quoting 22c. 
:-PHOSPHORIC.—There is a moderate 
jobbing demand for 8S. G. 1,750 and 
1.710 at previous quotations of 22@24c. 
and 21%@25'%c., respectively. Recent 
arrivals at the local port have included 
75 packages from London. 


COPAIBA.—True South American 
continues scarce and is commanding 
from 50c. to 55ec. Hamburg goods, up 
to U.S. P.-standards, are still obtain- 
able, however, at 42c., 438c, and 44c. 
A ‘fair business is being reported at 
these levels. 

‘FIR.—Oregon is being very firmly 
held- at 75@82'%c., as to quantity and 
quality, as stocks thereof, both in the 
primary and local markets, have been 
greatly reduced within the interval. 
Sales of barrel lots have been made re- 
cently at 75ce. Canada is in fair de- 
mand at $3.75@4. 

TOLU.—The export demand has been 
augmented materially within the week 
and as supplies have been greatly de- 
pleted of late, local holders are main- 
taining very firm views and have re- 
cently raised their prices 3c. to 65c. on 
round lots and to 75c. for small quanti- 
ttes.

CASCARA SAGRADA.—Advices from 
the Pacific Coast report an unusually 
small. supply for this season of the 
year and local dealers are holding their 
stocks. very firmly at 9@10%c., as to 
quantity and quality. 

ORANGE PEEL.—Recent arrivals of 
sweet Malaga-in ribbons have again 
enabled local dealers to supply their 
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customers to a limited extent at 8c, to 
10c. Until these arrivals reached the 
local port, the market was bare of 
Malaga ‘sweet offerings. Even now 
there are no Malaga quarters obtain- 
able here at any price. 


Beans. 


TONKA.—As it now appears certain 
that the maturing crop of Angosturas 
will fail to reach more than half of the 
650,000 pound yield of three years ago, 
curers of these beans are holding their 
prices firmly and the local _ spot 
quotation is being very strongly 
maintained at $5.50. The high price 
demanded for the Angostura grade is 
likely to augment the demand for both 
Para and Surinam beans within the 
near future. It is still believed that 
the leading snuff and smoking tobacco 
manufacturers will purchase fully 50 
per cent. of the new crop of Angostura 
as soon as it becomes available, as the 
old stocks of these interests are already 
virtually exhausted and will have to 
be replenished within the near future. 
Paras are quoted at $1.50@1.75, while 
erystalized Surinams are commanding 
$2 to $2.25. 

VANILLA.—Though purchasing of 
Mexican cuts continues to reach sizable 
proportions and the New York opera-~ 
tors have now taken virtually all of 
this year’s offerings of the split beans, 
no additional contracting for the whole 
beans has been recorded within the 
interval. With the exception of the 
few small curings bought last month, 
the local operators have not been able 
to secure any whole beans at prices 
which they consider reasonable and the 
curers are still maintaining their prices 
very firmly at levels which the opera- 
tors here deem prohibitive. It is now 
figured that 90 per cent. of last year’s 
crop of whole beans has been consum- 
ed and the curers therefore fear no 
competition on this score. The con- 
tinued firmness of the Bourbon bean 
markets is also encouraging the curers 
in the producing districts of Mexico in 
maintaining firm views and the fact 
that Mexican cuts have realized so far 
this year $3.50 to $3.60 in the producing 
territory is thought by the curers to 
make a drop in quotations on the whole 
beans very remote, as whole beans al- 
Ways command 50c. to 75c. more than 
cuts. The operators are well repre- 
sented in the Papantla and Zamora 
districts by agents who are examining 
and preparing descriptions of the in- 
dividual curings. Political conditions 
in the Mexican vanilla: zone have im- 
proved considerably within the last 
fortnight and, as there now appears 
to be little likelihood of an interrup- 
tion of shipments, seizures or destruc- 
tion of the curings, there is little or 
no disposition on the part of the curers 
to market their stocks except at high 
prices. The spot quotation on Mexi- 
can whole beans continues to cover the 
range of $4 to $5, while cuts are still 
quoted at $3.75@4. Recent arrivals have 
included 36 cases from Vera Cruz, 
composed almost entirely of new crop 
whole beans. 

The Paris and other French markets 
for Bourbons continue firm, despite the 
comparatively liberal stocks in these 
centers, as the holders there are confi- 
dent that all offerings will soon be 
taken up by the German and French 
chocolate manufacturers, so that it 
will not be necessary to depend upon 
American consumption to any note- 
worthy degree. At the London auction 
Wednesday, an offering of fair to good, 
medium to long Seychelle' beans 
brought 1s. more than at the previous 
sale in that center, while fair to good 
quality, long Madagascar command- 
ed a similar advance. The lower 
grades of both Seychelles and Mada- 
gascars, however, were sold at this 
auction at materially lower prices than 
those obtained at the March 27 sale 
in London. The local spot quotation 
on Bourbons continues at $3.75@4.50. No 
accurate estimates on the new crop 
have yet been made. Included in the 
London auction was an unusually large 
amount of Madagascar beans, the of- 
ferings of these grades embracing 40 
cans containing 360 kilos. 

Details of the London auction, as 
cabled by our correspondent, follow:—

It is impossible to ascertain with any degree of 


certainty, however, up to this time whether 
this is the result of the inception of the blight 
into this district, but it is evident that it indi- 
ecaes a much retarded crop.

Although it is now almost 
peppermint setting is only just beginning to 
get well under way. We are now having the 
spring rains and considerable delay in setting 
out the plants is being experienced as a result 
of these rains and the strong and high winds 
Some of the fields where the roots are to be 
set out have been so wet of late that no work 
has been done on them so far, and these flelds 
now look as if they were intended merely for 
grass growing. In view of this condition and 
the lateness of the season, it seems scarcely 
possible that the acreage which the growers 
were counting upon can be obtained this spring. 
About a third of the setting out, it is now es- 
timated, has already been accomplished. Pep- 
permint set out in May is usually very uner- 
tain tn yield and of poor quality. Spot stocks 
of oil continue to be firmly held by the grow- 
ers. All the sizable offerings of oil are con- 
centrated in the hands of about ten growers, 
and some of these holders look for higher prices 
this season than were realized last fall. Un- 
less the weather improves materially within 
the near future, it is not believed that the 
holders in the West will dispose of their 
stocks. In view of these conditions, I should 
say that the same careful buying tactics will 
have to be pursued this season as have been 
employed in similar years or dealers will ex- 
perience great difficulty in obtaining profits. 
A large amount of the new crop oil for fall 
delivery has already been contracted for at 
much higher prices than those prevailing last 
spring. Any one who is skeptical on the score 
of the severe weather reports and especially 
of the reports of the winter’s {njurious effects 
upon the peppermint plgnt roots has only to 
note the effect which this same influence has 
had upon the wheat market. To say that the 
wheat crop in Southern Michigan is hurt is 
putting it mildly.

Small lots are commanding the at- 
tention of buyers at present and a 
steady jobbing movement continues in 
progress. Round lots have not wane in 
urgent demand and while car lot or — 
are not infrequent, consuming interest 
appears to be centered on —— 
quantities. Withdrawals on ae 
ing contracts are reported fair In mos 
items and the combined movement is 
preventing any serious accumulations 
in the more important chemicals. Re- 
flections of the English coal strike are 
evidenced in restricted shipments of 
foreign. goods and sellers are consider- 
ably behind contracts on several im- 
ported lines. An arrival of arsenic early 
in the week was said to be a belated 
tender on a January contract. Bleach, 
oxalic acid, potash and ammonia prod- 
ucts are also behind on specifications 
and foreign shippers are experiencing 
difficulty in securing transportation, 
owing to the congestion of preferable 
freight. Oxalic acid has displayed a 
firmer undertone and higher prices are 
asked by several dealers. Acetate of 
lime has been advanced to a new high 
level for the year and the tone of the 
market is very firm, owing to a scarcity 
of charcoal, Acetic acid was advanced 
in sympathy with lime. Hydrofiuoric 
acid, 30 per cent., is quoted higher by 
leading producers and local stocks are 
relatively low. Carbonate of copper 
has responded to the strength in the 
metal and spot prices are higher. Tin 
oxide is decidedly firm on spot and 
higher prices are expected shortly. 
Competition is still evidenced in caustic 
soda and soda ash and sales have been 
effected very close to the cost of pro- 
duction. Carbon tetrachloride has been 
sustained at the recent advance and 
spot offerings are very limited. Below 
is a detailed market report of the prin- 
cipal items of chemical interest, also a 
summary of the Liverpool and Antwerp 
chemical markets. 


Heavy Chemicals. 


BICARBONATE OF SODA.—A 
steady seasonable inquiry continues to 
prevail and the general market retains 
a firm position. The call for deliveries 
on standing contracts is reported fair 
and production is finding ready sources 
of distribution. Dealers quote on the 
basis of 1c. for bulk, 1.10c. for kegs 
f. o. b. works and an advance of .20c. 
all around for goods delivered in this 
section, less the usual discount terms, 

BLEACHING POW DER.—German 
bleach is obtainable at 1.20c. on spot, 
but other brands are commanding from 
1.25e. to 1.30c, Supplies in local quarters 
are not heavy as arrivals of late have 
been restricted, owing to the inability 
of foreign producers to catch up with 
contracts. The condition of the market 
is firm and higher prices in the near 
future would not be surprising to 
several dealers. Importations during 
March were 5,630,189 pounds, valued 
at $45,266, against 8,137,972 pounds, 
valued at $65,096, for the same month 
last year. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Local trade con- 
ditions are practically unchanged. A 
steady movement is reported on old 
contracts, but new business is rather 
quiet, with dealers competing for ad- 
ditional orders. Closing prices ranged 
from 1.60c. to 1.70c. on the basis of 60 
per cent. for 70@78 per cent., and 60 
per cent. at 1.70@1.75c. 

SAL SODA.—The turn of the month 
appears to have stimulated the con- 
suming inquiry for small lots and 
dealers report a fair business at full 
figures: Manufacturing consumers are 
taking their usual requirements inci- 
dent to this period of the year and the 
combined movement continues well up 
to the seasonable average. Dealers 
quote on the basis of .60c. and up f. 0. 
b. barrels, less the usual discount 
terms. Spot lots of concentrated are 
available on the basis of 1%c. up, ac- 
cording to quantity, seller and terms 
of sale. 

SALT CAKE.—Quiet trading char- 
acterizes the local market and only a 
light jobbing movement is reported. 
The color and glass industries are 
calling for shipments on outstanding 
contracts, but additional quantities are 
commanding little attention. Car lots 
are held at .55c, in bulk f. o. b. works. 


SODA ASH.—Manufacturing con- 
sumers are drawing freely on standing 
contracts, but new business is not at- 
tracting unusual attention. Sellers are 
anxious to secure new contracts and 
slight price concessions are believed to 
be obtainable in some quarters, Light 
58 per cent. commands 67%c, per 100 
pounds, basis of 48 per cent., in bulk, 
and 75c. per 100 pounds, basis of 48 per 
cent., in barrels, in carload lots f. o. b. 
works. Forty-eight per cent. was quot- 
ed at 72%c. for car lots f. o. b. works. 
Less than car lots are quoted by large 
dealers at 85c, per 100 pounds, basis 





of 48 per cent. for the 58 per cent., and 
90c. per 100 pounds for the 48 per cent., 
both f. o. b. New York. 

SULPHIDE OF SODIUM.—A slight 
improvement is noted in the volume of 
consuming inquiries and business has 
shown a moderate expansion. Textile 
and dye factories are in need of sup- 
plies and the market is kept in a fairly 
animated condition. Dealers quote 
1%c. for 30 per cent. crystals in barrels 
andi 2%c. for 60 per cent. fused or 
broken in iron barrels f, 0. b. New 
York. 

Acids. 

ACETIC.—Makers’ views are higher 
owing to the advanced cost of acetate 
of lime. Immediate shipments are held 
at 2@2.15c. for 28 per cent. in barrels, 
the inside figure being for car lots. 
Glacial 99% per cent. in carboys com- 
mands 8%@9c., according to quantity. 

HYDROFLUORIC.—Spot prices for 
36 per cent. have been advanced by 
leading producers, owing to a scarcity 
of available stocks and the enhanced 
cost of labor. At the close quotations 
current were 3@3%c. for 30 per cent, in 
barrels, 6c, for 48 per cent. in carboys 
and 6c. for 52 per cent. in carboys. 

MURIATIC.—Shipments to the metal, 
glue and dyestuff trades are liberal, 
although the movement is said to be 
mostly against previous specifications. 
Small lots are active under a well dis- 
tributed demand. Spot is held at 1.15c. 
and up for 18 degrees, according to 
quantity and seller. 

NITRIC.—Steady inquiries from the 
explosive, metal and plastic industries 
are keeping dealers busy and addition- 
al sales for prompt and future delivery 
are reported at full figures, Spot 36 
degrees is obtainable at 3%@4%%c., ac- 
cording to quantity and seller. 

OXALIC.—The position of the mar- 
ket is firm in sympathy with conditions 
abroad and 8%c. is being asked for 
spot in several quarters, At the close, 
however, 8c. was acceptable to some 
dealers, although offerings were light. 
Importations during the month of 
March were 448,949 pounds, valued at 
$23,628. Importations for nine months 
ending with March were 4,915,258 
pounds, valued at $235,540. 

SULPHURIC.—No relaxation can be 
noted in the consuming demand and 
business continues active, with sales 
well up to seasoOnable expectations. 
Dealers hold 60 degrees at 85c. and 66 
degrees at $1; both descriptions are in 
drums. Battery acid in carboys com- 
mand 1@1%c. and oleum 14%@1%c, in 
drums and tank cars. Exports for the 
month of March were 752,673 pounds, 
valued at $7,950, compared to 416,868 
pounds for the same month last year. 

TARTARIC.—The local situation is 
practically the same as last noted. 
Foreign advices concerning argols con- 
tribute strength to the acid market and 
dealers are able to maintain prices 
with a steady degree of regularity, 
Sales are effected at 30%@3lc. for pow- 
dered and 30%@30%c. for crystals, ac- 
cording to quantity, seller and terms 
of sale. Cream of tartar is unchanged. 
Crystals are held at 23%@24c. and pow- 
dered at 24@24%c., according to size of 
order. 

Miscellaneous, 


ACETATE OF LIME.—The firm con- 
ditions underlying this market as por- 
trayed in these reports during the past 
few weeks have finally crystalized in 
higher prices. Demand is described as 
good and sales have been effected at 
2.50@2.55e. Exports for the month of 
March were 6,454,474 pounds, valued at 
$155,109, compared to 8,192,809 pounds, 
valued at $185,630 for the same month 
in 1911, 

ALUM.—A continued steady market 
is reported for the different descrip- 
tions of this item, but there is an en- 
tire absence of news or developments 
to note in conection, with the situation, 
Dealers quote op the basis of 1.75@2c.

International Congress on Hygiene 
and Demography 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, May 3, 1912. 
The information given out here upon 
ofiicial authority regarding the Fifteenth 
international Congress on Hygiene and 
Den.cvgraphy is that the high cost of liv- 
ing as a problem will be placed before 
the people of the United States in an en- 
tirely new light in connection with the 
session of the congress to be held here 
in September next. 
It is stated that ever since the ‘high 
cost of living’’ has been distinguished 
from the “cost of high living,’’ the in- 


creasing prices of food stuffs have been 
the subject of agitation which have de- 
feated Congressmen for re-election, have 
split political parties, have turned whole 
neighborhoods against the corner grocery 
man, and have produced consumers’ 
leagues and kindred organizations. But 
not until the scientists come to Washing- 
ton in September is it likely that the 
grcat army of consumers will have a true 
conception of the actual values they have 
received from food for which they have 
spent their money. 
Dr. Max Rubner, be 


of Berlin, will 
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principal referee in the section of the 
congress devoted to the discussion of 
“Dietetic Hygiene and Hygienic Physi- 
ology,’’ and since Dr. Rubner is regarded 
as the foremost authority in the world on 
the specific dynamics of food stuffs, it is 
certain that the actual value of many of 
the principal articles of diet will be for- 
cibly expounded, In plain English, Dr. 
Rubner will show just what amount of 
heat units are produced by different foods. 
He will show that the human body is a 
steam engine of marvelous efficiency 
which, like a real steam engine, obtains 
“value received’’ from its fuel in exactly 
the proportion to the energy produced. 
Consequently Dr. Rubner and his asso- 
ciate scientists in this section of the con- 
gress undoubtedly will upset many fa- 
vorite theories of food connoisseurs that 
the value of the dainties on the bill of 
fare may be measured according to their 
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prices. The dietetic specialists will go 
even further, since the values they at- 
tach to food will be graduated to such a 
fine point that even the energy required 
for digestion will be deducted from the 
gross value before the net return to the 
human steam engine is computed. 


Although the program of the dietetic 
hygiene section at the present time is 
only provisionally arranged, sufficient of 
the details already are in the hands of 
the Program Committee to enable these 
ofiicials to announce that the values of 
foods will be portrayed by the scientists 
for all ages of man, from infancy to old 
age. Particularly will it be shown that 
the physique, mind and even the char- 
acter of a child may be molded very 
largely by the food which it receives. 
And for all of the walks of life it will be 
scientifically established that such article 
of diet has its own particular utility.

Manufacturers of fertilizer are 
ported to be carrying good sized stocks 
and are not eager to take on more 
fertilizing material until they see to 
what extent consumption will diminish 
supplies of manufactured goods. The 
backwardness of the fertilizer season 
is well indicated by the government 
figures of imports covering the first 
three months of the year. According 
to these figures big declines are shown 
in the receipts of such important ma- 
terials as potash salts, sulphate of am- 
monia and nitrate of soda, The season 
is further retarded in the South by the 
floods, which have inundated millions 
of acres of land, and thus prevented 
agricultural work. These floods have 
atrected a wide area and one which 
ordinarily is a heavy consumer of fer- 
tilizers. In the local market during the 
week there was but little change In the 
situation. Nitrate of soda is firmer 
with spot supply scarce, and difficulty 
experienced in securing charters for 
nearby shipment. Sulphate of am- 
monia still occupies a strong position 
and from present indications will con- 
tinue to do so. The approach of the 
menhaden fishing season has awaken- 
ed interest in fish scrap, but not as far 
as trading is concerned. Blood and 
tankage have sold fairly well, but only 
for small lots. Potash salts are quiet 
and new business is said to be scarce. 
Phosphate rock is coming from mining 
centers in good quantity and is hav ing 
a ‘good season. For reviews of the Bal- 
timore, Chicago, Atlanta and Charles- 
ton markets refer to index on page 23.

Ammoniates. 
SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—The 
slow demand for this material is 
shown by a study of the import figures 
of the first three months of the year. 
In the first three months of 1912 im-

jo to but 19,672 tons, against 41,387 tons 
in the corresponding period of 1911. Im- 
ports for the month of March were 


but 3,015 tons. Domestic production is 
said to be increasing and avaiable 
stocks are finding a ready market, yet 
the high price of sulphate has limited 
interest in the market. Quotations are 
firmly held at $3.40 for spot goods. In 
the English market a good demand for 
sulphate is reported, although higher 
prices are having some effect upon the 
trading. Deliveries are still slow and 
uncertain. Demand from the United 
States is said to be very quiet. Ex- 
ports from Great Britain to all parts 
for the first quarter of the year were 
87,810 tons as against 79,675 tons in 1911, 
thus showing that the slowness in the 
American demand is more than made 
up by active buying from other coun- 
tries. , 
NITRATE OF SODA.—While there is 
no insistent demand for nitrate, spot 
supply is small.and this has caused 
some buyers to enter the market and 
compete for available stocks. While 
the charter market has been reported 
easier, yet there is a scarcity of ves- 
sels suited for this trade, and in order 
to obtain vessels for nearby shipments 
it is reported that 35s. has been asked. 
Imports of nitrate for the first quarter 
of the year show a total of 105,555 tons 
received, as compared with 188,409 tons 
in the corresponding period of 1911. 
Spot goods are held at $2.45, with $2.40 
asked for May-June shipments. In the 
English market a discussion has been 
going on regarding the duration of 
Chilean deposits. One view stated that 
the supply of the private properties 
would give out in 1923 and those be- 
longing to the state would give not 
more than fifteen years additional 
supply. In refutation of this, the 
Nitrate Commission quote the expert 
who examined the nitrate lands in 1908 
and who reported that there was a 
minimum of 220 millions of tons in the 
properties examined by him. The 
committee says that stories of early de- 
pletion of the nitrate fields are un- 
founded and asserts that there are 
porbably 1,000 millions of tons to be 
drawn from. Stocks in Chili have 
been diminished by heavy shipments 
to Europe, but the high cost of freight- 
age is causing a slowing up in demand 
from all countries, In Germany a re- 
cent cold snap influenced trading by 
cutting down demand. The beet sow- 
ing on the Continent has been de- 
ferred and this also has diminished or 
at least postponed the call for nitrate. 
3ids for supplying the Navy Depart- 
ment with 1,200,000 pounds of nitrate 
were Opened on April 30, and prices 
submitted by bidders ranged from 
2.575@2.61e. per pound 

DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE.— 
There is call at present for round lots, 
either for blood or tankage. A fair 
business in small lots was noted during 
the week, but the genera! conditions of 


the market are _ quiet. Prices are 
variously quoted, but dealers continue 
to quote on a Chicago basis, with 
freightage as the New York differ- 
ential. On this basis quotations are 
$2.40 and 10 for dried blood and $2.25 
for tankage. 

FISH SCRAP.—The approach of the 
fishing season has awakened some in- 
terest in this market, but this interest 
is apparent more through inquiries re- 
garding equipment and plans of the 
fishing companies rather than ‘through 
an improved trading movement.’ The 
present market is scarcely more than 
nominal. (uotations for dried scrap 
are $2.80 and 10, Imported guano is 
held at $3.10 and 10, but the limited de- 
mand is shown by the fact that im- 
ports for the month of March amount- 
ed to but 293 tons, against 2,491 tons in 
March, 1911. 

Pyrites. 

Pyrites continue to be strongly held 
and as arrivals are not becoming more 
numerous prices are very firm, Con- 
suming demand is sufficient to take up 
offerings both of foreign and domestic 
ore.

GROUND HIGH GRADE TANKAGE.—Gen- 
erous quantities were sold to Eastern buyers for 
delivery late in August on a basis of $2.25 and 
19 Chicago. The spot market, however, re- 
mained at $2.20 and 10 Chicago, showing no 
change from last week’s closing General 
business was of good volume for this season 
of the year, and stocks remainng on hand were 
reported in small compass and firmly held. It 
is the opinion of manufacturers that the low 
point has been touched and passed and they 
show no undue haste to place orders, especialiy 
as they look for values to advance within the 
next few weeks. 

GROUND DRIED BLOOD.—Market : 
quiet and quotably steady at $2.40 f. o. b. Chi- 
cago for blod for immediate shipment. None 
is offered for future delivery and no inquiries 
have been received in regards to deferred ship- 
ments. Business being transacted is limited to 
small volume but there is not much pressure 
to sell and the market is not permitted to be 
come congested. Still fair quantities are said 
to remain in warehouses, but owners feel that 
values are not likely to go lower, and the 
possibility of an advance in sympathy with 
the firmness in tankage and cottonseed meal 
is keeping them from urging sales. 
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Baltimore Fertilizer Market. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Baltimore, May 2, 1912 

The fertilizer situation during the last week 
remained tnuch the same as it has been for 
some time, the movement being restricted and 
the season backward, so that the distribution 
of mixed goods was retarded to an appreciable 
degree. The stocks of crude goods seem ade- 
quate for the needs of the manufacturers, 
who manifest little disposition to place addi- 
tional orders except with regard to potash 
salts, which are not in such supply as might 
be desired. The strike of the stevedores here 
has interfered greatly with the unloading of 
vessels, and the relative scarcity of potash 
salts is one of the results. Wet, comparatively 
cold weather during a part of the week af- 
fected the demand for mixtures unfavorably 
and served to defer the buying. It is very 
doubtful now if the existing deficiency can be 
made up. 

FISH SCRAP.—Some of the old stocks of 
fish scrap remain in the hands of the pro- 
ducers, and these are being firmly held at $3.35 
and 10 f. 0. b. fish factory, on which basis, 
according to persons familiar with the trade 
here, there is absolutely no possibility of these 
holdings being disposed of. Some scrap has 
been sold during the week at $3 and 10 ex 
store at Baltimore, and occasional lots may be 
at times secured at a trifle less. Scrap, along 
with other animal ammoniates, is not in brisk 
demand. Small quantities of herring scrap are 
in the market for immediate shipment, but 
there is no particular snap to the trade. The 
fisheries are trying to effect’an agreement un- 
der which the opening of the season would be 
postponed until June 1, by which time the 
weather would be sufficiently settled to per- 
mit practically uninterrupted work on the 
grounds in the bay. 

TANKAGE,.—There is little demand for an- 
imal ammonates and tankage, as one of them 
has continued rather quiet. The Western 
market is practically unchanged for prompt 
and nearby shipment, and there is a _ ten- 
dency among producers to hold out with con- 
siderable firmness, while the buyers are not 
disposed to place orders except at concessions. 
High-grade ground tankage is still being 
quoted at $2.65 and 10 c. a. f. basis Baltimore. 

GROUND BLOOD.—The movement in ground 
blood is featureless, with the quotations around 
2.65 ce. a. f. basis Baltimore, but with the 
buyers rather indifferent and the trade in- 
clined to maintain a waiting attitude to see 
what the near future will develop. 


GROUND CONCENTRATED TANKAGE.— 
There has been no development of note in 
the market for ground concentrated tankage 
during the week, this material being still held 
at $2.50 c. a. f. basis Baltimore, with the 
movement halting. 

ACID PHOSPHATE.—The demand for acid 
phosphate remains decidedly quiet, and the 
quotations are nominally what they have been 
for some time past, the figures being $7.50 
for 14 and $8 for 16 per cent. material. In 
reality more or less fluctuation prevails and 
the tone of the trade is unsettled. 


NITRATE OF SODA.—Decided firmness pre- 
vails with respect to nitrate of soda, even 
though this material has not realized the pre- 
dictions made by some of the dealers, who 
maintained that $2.50 would be touched. But 
the quotations hold at $2.40 for spot, with the 
rest of May and June at the same figures, and 
this price is carried into July, though contracts 
may be placed for the latter month at $2.37%. 
From August forward for the balance of the 
year the quotation is $2.35. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—Quotations on 
sulphate of ammonia have come to hand again 
during the last week and they show shipments 
from the other side to be held at $3.3744@3.40 
for prompt, $3.35 for July to December and 
$3.28 c. i. f. for the first half of 1913. At this 
price, naturally, the buyers are not eager to 
place orders, and they are looking around for 
other materials to take the place of sulphate 
of ammonia, This, however, seems not to 
affect the market in the least, prices being 
very firm and stocks light. Evidently the pro-

CYANAMID.—No change is to be reported 
in the price of cyanamid, which is held by the 
manufacturers at $2.40 per unit at Baltimore 
and at $2.25 at Ontario, Canada, for material 
running from 18 to 20 per cent. of ammonia, 
with bags, not returnable, 7c. extra, and the 
demand not pressing at this time.

Liquid Fuel in Scotland. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, May 3, 1912, 

Consul J. N. MecCunn, at Glasgow, 
Scotland, sends to the Bureau of Manu- 
factures, Department of Commerce and 
Labor, some information based upon 
Scottish authority regarding the installa- 
tion of the Holden liquid-fuel apparatus 
on a Scottish railway. It is asserted that 
on a trial non-stop run from Glasgow to 
Stirling and return the engine consumed 
one and one-half gallons of crude oil per 
mile; for drawing a load it is estimated 
that three gallons per mile would be con- 
sumed. The authority quoted by the con- 
sul in this report says:— 

An interesting experiment in the use of oll 
fuel for locomotives is being made by the 
Caledonian Railway Company. At the loco- 
motive works in Glasgow an engine has 
been fitted up with oil-burning apparatus. 
The oil is stored in a cylindrical tank placed 
on the tender in a part of the space usually 
occupied by coal. The oil flows from the 
tank to the engine injectors, which force it 
into the firebox at two points about eighteen 
inches apart, where a current of steam from 
the boiler causes it to assume the form of 
fine spray spreading itself through the fire- 
box. By means of a thin layer of wood or 
coal fire covering the firebars this spray is 
ignited, and so generates steam for the mo- 
tive power as well as for the injecting and 
spraying. The extent of the flame is regu- 
lated by a valve on each of the injectors. 
The firebox, in addition to the customary 
firebrick arch, is equipped with a firebrick 
wall to protect the copper front plate from 
the effects of the great heat produced by 
the oil fuel, The special fittings are such as 
to permit of the engine using oil or coal, as 
may be found desirable.

Saturday Noon, May 4, 1912. 


Trading early in the week was re- 
ported as slow in nearly every quarter, 
but with the turn of the month consid- 
erable improvement was noted. De- 
mand from Southern textile mills con- 
tinues good though smaller than it 
was a short time ago. New England 
mills are not yet taking their accus- 
tomed quota of materials, but buying 
from that section is gaining ground. 
The tanning is proving a steady con- 
sumer of certain articles of this mar- 
ket. Imports of gambier are good at 
present, but the first quarter of the 
year shows a decided loss when com- 
pared with the same period of last 
year. The higher price of tin has been 
felt in the market for tin crystals and 
bichloride of tin, both of which are 
now selling at advanced figures. Sumac 
is more plentiful on spot and quota- 
tions have eased somewhat. The mar- 
ket for zinc dust has_ been firmer, 
though old quotations are repeated. 
Myrabolanes are in better supply and 
this market is more active accordingly. 
Starch and dextrines are unchanged, 
but firm in accord with the strong posi- 
tion of the corn market. While the 
market in general is rather quiet, with 
trading scarcely of normal propor- 
tions, the outlook is reported to be en- 
couraging. Detailed comment on the 
market follows:— 

ALBUMEN.—Certain grades of egg 
albumen moved freely during the week 
and recent arrivals from Germany pass- 
ed into consumers’ hands. Arrivals 
from China have been running light 
for some time. Blood albumen is 
steady and in moderate demand. Prices 
for all selections are maintained and 
are 22@32c. for blood albumen and 42 
@65c. for egg albumen. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALT.—A fair 
request is felt for aniline salts, and a 
steady movement has been noted in 
the market during the present season. 
There is no feature to the market and 
in the absence of competition prices 
remain at fixed levels. Aniline oil is 
quiet but steady in price. Quotations 
are 94%4@9%c. for salt and 10%@11\c. 
for aniline oil. 

BICHLORIDE OF TIN.—As a result 
of higher prices for the metal, bichlo- 
ride of tin was advanced in price on 
the first of the month and 50 per cent. 
bichloride is now quoted at 13\%c. 

BICHROMATES.—The demand for 
bichromate of soda is reported to be 
keeping up well and good quantities of 
the article are passing to consumers. 
New business is largely for jobbing 
lots. Bichromate of potash is quiet. 
Prices are unchanged, with offerings 
held at 5@5t4c. for bichromate of soda 
and 6%@7c. for bichromate of potash. 

CUTCH.—The quiet movement in 
cutch is indicated by the report from 
Rangoon, which states that shipments 
to all points from January 1 to April 
15 amounted to 1,450 tons, against 2,700 
tons in 1911. In the local market sell- 
ers report nothing new and prices are 
held at 5@6c. for baled cutch, accord- 
ing to quantity and seller. 

GAMBIER.—An easier tone has been 
given to the market because spot sup- 
plies have been reinforced by heavy 
shipments from primary markets. De- 
mand has also improved and tanners 
and silk manufacturers are buying 
more freely than was the case early in 
the year. Goods have been sold ex- 
dock at 5%c. and store goods auoted 
at 5%@5%c. During the month of 
March imports of gambier amounted to 
2,241,144 pounds, against 737,671 pounds 
received in March, 1911. Imports for the 
first quarter of the year, however, 
were 4,213,177 pounds, compared with 
6,452,244 pounds in the corresponding 
period of 1911. Imports for April, ac- 
eording to unofficial figures, indicate a 
continued good movement in the arti- 
cle. In the London market sales of 
spot goods are made at 26s. 9d., and 
round lots have sold as low as 26s. 
There is a tendency to lower values on 
futures and May shipment is quoted at 
24s. 74d. During the last half of April 
175 tons were sent to this country and 
exports from Singapore to this country 
since January 1 amount to 1,615 tons. 

DEXTRINES.—With corn holding up 
in price there has been no tendency to 
lower values in dextrines, nor was any 
further advance made by sellers. The 
market is quiet and sales are for small 
lots. Prices are repeated at:—Dex- 
trine, $3.30 in bags, $3.41 in barrels; spe- 
cial dark canary dextrine, $3.40 in bags, 
$3.51 in barrels: British gum, $3.55 in 
bags. $3.66 in barrels. These prices are 
per 100 pounds in carload quantities, 
freight prepaid to New York city. 
Smaller quantities are higher than the 
quoted figures. 

HYPOSULPHITE OF SODA.—Sellers 
are fairly busy with making delivery 
on old contracts and with new business 
in the way of jobbing lots. The market 
is steady and demand continues to 
come from various industries. Prices 


are quoted at $1.30@1.50 per 100 pounds 
in barrels and $1.40@1.50 per 100 pounds 
in kegs. 

INDIGO.—While the position of 
natural indigo does not change, a 
slight gain is reported by local sellers. 
Sales of synthetic and natural com- 
bined are about normal. Imports for 
March were 898,707 pounds, compared 
with 916,886 in March, 1911. Prices are 
unchanged. The London market is 
described as quiet, with small business 
passing. Imports into London from 
January 1 to March 31 were 379 chests. 
Baron Schrottky, who is spending time 
and money in India to further indigo 
growing, expects to see 200,000 acres 
under indigo in Ceylon in five years. 
The Ceylon observer writes about his 
plans as follows:— 

It can truly be said that past experiments in 
the development of the indigo industry in’ Cey- 
lon have given more than one enthusiast be- 
sides Baron Schrottky the ‘‘blues.’’ In the 
very able document prepared and read before 
the Ceylon Agricultural Society to-day by the 
baron, who has given years of scientific study 
te this subject, it can be said that the pros- 
pects for indigo raising in the island are much 
brighter, and we sincerely trust that the proj- 
ect will be encouraged and supported in every 
— possible, in order to make it a great suc- 
cess. 

The principal feature of Baron Schrottky’s 
paper revolves around the facts that he has 
discovered improved and scientific methods of 
producing indigo in competition with the syn- 
thetic product; in fact, he claims that the 
natural dye can now be produced at a price 
and in form which makes it possible to under- 
sell the synthetic. The baron calls attention to 
the especially adaptable climate of Ceylon for 
raising the indigo plant the greater part of 
the year; that it will yield three or four cut- 
tings in twelve months, where only one good 
cutting can be obtained in Northern India. 
While he is not sanguine about immediate re- 
sults, he Believes that a more extensive and up- 
to-date plant can be established in Ceylon than 
in Behar, the great center of India’s indigo 
manufacture, and produces interesting facts 
and figures to bear out his statements. 

MYRABOLANES.—The_ supply of 
myrabolanes has been increased by 
further importations and the easier 
tone of the market has helped trading, 
although conditions are described as 
quiet. Quotations remain at $23@30, 
according to quantity and seller. Cal- 
cutta reports say a fair business has 
been doing for Europe in average qual- 
ity at Rs. 1.14 to Rs. 2.1 per B. md., 
weight, loose, for early shipment. Quo- 
tations are Rs. 1.8 to Rs. 2.6 per B. 
md., weight, loose, according to grades. 
Australian Bhimries or small yellow 
nuts of uniform size are not offering 
for sale in any quantity in this port. 
Stocks and supplies of other sorts are 
rather moderate. Local demand is 
small, ‘ 

PRUSSIATES.—Spot supplies are 
small and prices for all selections are 
firm. Inquiry is fairly good and new 
business is sufficient to prevent any 
accumulations of stock. Quotations are 
held at 8%c. for prussiate of soda, 13% 
@l4ec. for yellow prussiate of potash, 
26@30c. for red prussiate of potash. 

STARCH.—No price change was 
made during the week, but at the 
present asking prices buyers are in the 
market only for small lots. Prices are 
firmly held at the following:—Pearl 
starch, $2.55 in bags, $2.66 in barrels; 
Buffalo pearl starch, $2.58 in bags, $2.69 
in barrels; powdered starch, $2.60 in 
bags, $2.71 in barrels; corn starch, $2.63 
in bags, $2.74 in barrels; special warp 
sizing starch, 140 pounds, $2.65 in bags: 
conf. T. B. starch, $2.95 in bags, $3.16 
in barrels; crystal starch (laundry 
starch), $3.16 in barrels; finishing 
starch, $2.85 in bags. Above quotations 
are for 100 pounds in carload lots, 
freight prepaid to New York city. 


SUMAC.—A decline in prices has re- 
sulted from the receipt of comparatively 
heavy supplies from Sicily. While part 
of the supply received had been con- 
tracted for, the snot supply also was 
replenished and $52 is quoted for spot 
goods, Futures are _ still uncertain, 
however, and the market will be sus- 
ceptible to developments in the Italian 
war. 

TIN CRYSTALS.—Firmer prices for 
tin have caused an advance in the price 
of tin crystals and on the first of the 
month notice was given by local sellers 
that offerings were held at 29@31%c. 

TURMERIC.—Trading in turmeric 
is slow with dyers showing but little 
interest. Quotations are steady at 
5%@6c. for Aleppy, 54%@6%c. for Pab- 
na, 5%@6%c. for Madras. In the Lon- 
don market no change is reported. 
Madras finger is quoted at 26s. to 26s. 
6d. and Bengal at 27s. Cochin split 
bulbs are well held for the late ad- 
vance. Calcutta advices say that tur- 
meric is firmer and prices for ready 
parcels show a small advance. Demand 
for Europe and America continues 
limited. Sellers are willing to accept 
orders for May-June deliveries at Rs. 
7.14 to Rs. 7.15 for new crop Bengal 
turmeric. Ready lots are selling at the 
undernoted quotations. Stocks and sup- 
plies are small of old crop. Quotations 
are for Masulipatan. Rs. 9.14.0 to Rs. 
14.12.0; Madras and Gopalpore, Res. 








9.12.0 to Rs. 14.8.0; Pabna and Kushtea, 
Rs, 9.8.0 to Rs. 14.4.0; Daisi and Jagger- 
nathpore, Rs. 9.4.0 to Rs. 14.0.0; per B. 
md., weight, loose, according to quality 
for ready lots. The latter rates are for 
retail fingers. 

ZINC DUST.—There has been & 
tendency to higher figures for offerings 
of zine dust and most sales have been 
made at prices above the inside quota- 
tion, but large buyers would have no 
trouble in supplying their wants at 
the lowest figure. Quotations are 7%@ 
Tc.

Mining Potash in Maryland. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Baltimore, May 1, 1912. 
If, reports are to be credited, Maryland 
is exceptionally rich in potash, and every 
few weeks a new discovery is announced, 
now that the value of the mineral has be- 
come generally known. The latest account 


of valuable veins of the material comes 
from Burtonsville, in the extreme eastern 
corner of Montgomery county, about half 
way between Baltimore and Washington 
where a mine is actually said to be in 
operation. Potash, accurding to report, is 
being mined there every day and shipped 
to New Jersey at $14 a ton for the crude 
supply. What is being done with it there 
and why the discovery has not before 
now caused a big stir in the fertilizer in- 
dustry are questions that are of inter- 
est to the trade, and there is an impres- 
sion that the geologists of Washington 
have no knowledge of the Montgomery 
county deposits.

CELLULOID AND LIKE COMPOSITIONS, 
NO. 29,246. 


Celluloid substitutes are made from formyl- 
cellulose or cellulose phosphoformate by pre- 
cipitating the latter as a slimy mass from 
their solution in formic acid by means of 
amyl acetate, amyl formate, alcohol or a 
mixture of hydrocarbon and alcohol. After 
removing the solvent and precipitant, cam- 
phor or camphor substitutes, such as tri- 
phenyl phosphate, are added. As an example 
of the preparation of formyl cellulose, 100 
kilos of artificial silk refuse (cellulose) are 
dissolved in 1,000 kilos of concentrated for- 
mic acid and mixed with 3,000 to 4,000 kilos 
of amyl acetate. The semi-solid mass which 
separates on stirring is kneaded, mixed with 
20 kilos of camphor, and again kneaded. 
Cellulose phosphoformate is made by stir- 
ring 100 kilos of cellulose into a mixture of 
100 kilos of phosphoric acid and 1,000 kilos 
of concentrated formic acid. The viscous so- 
lution is mixed with a mixture of toluol and 
alcohol, and the semi-solid coagulum is sep- 
arated and washed with a fresh mixture of 
toluol and alcohol. 


CATALYSIS, NO. 29,612. 


Unsaturated fatty acids and their glycer- 
ides and other esters are reduced by treat- 
ment with hydrogen or commercial mixtures 
containing hydrogen in the presence of a metal- 
lic oxide acting as a catalyst. In two ex- 
amples, linseed oil and oleic acid are reduced 
with the acid of nickel oxide or protoxide 
as a catalyst, and in the case of oleic acid, 
when electrolytic hydrogen containing some 
quantity of oxygen is employed, hydroxy- 
stearic acids, chiefly the monohydroxystearic 
acid, are also formed. In other examples, 
fish oll is reduced with the aid of nickel 
oxide, and linseed oil with the aid of copper 
or fron oxide as catalyst. 


HYDROGEN PEROXIDE, NO. 29,282. 


Decomposition of aqueous solutions of hy- 
drogen peroxide is prevented by the addi- 
tion of p-acetylamidophenol.- The addition 
has the effect of increasing the disinfecting 
power of the solution, and also renders it 
suitable for dentistry and cosmetic purposes. 
It is stated that an addition of the sodium 
salt of an amidonaphtholsulphonic acid has 
been employed previously for preserving so- 
lutions of hydrogen peroxide. 

INK, NO. 29,389. 

A quick-drying writing ink is made by 
mixing with ordinary ink a neutral volatile 
substance such as spirits of wine, which is 
slightly heated and added to the ink with 
constant stirring. 

MEDICINES, NO. 29,543. 


A cough mixture consists of a syrup of 
sugar and molasses, oil of peppermint, oil of 





aniseed, paregoric, 
laudanum. 


MOUTH WASH, NO. 29,565. 


A mouth wash consists of carbolic acid, 
oll of peppermint, oil of aniseed, saccharine, 
thymol, menthol, oil of gaultheria (winter- 
green), oil of cinnamon, phenolphthaleine, 
ammonia and alcohol. 


PYRITES, BURNING, NO. 29,385. 


Pyrites Is burnt in such a way that the 
gases and the burnt pyrites move in parallel 
directions so that contact of the gases con- 
taining an excess of oxygen with the hot 
residue effects a partial oxidation of the 
sulphur compounds to sulphur trioxide. If 
the mixture of gases so obtained is passed 
into ammonia solution a production contain- 
ing a large amount of sulphate and but lit- 
tle sulphite of ammonia is the result. 


PLASTIC COMPOSITION, NO. 29,509. 


Gelatine is treated with reagents, such as 
aldehydes, phenols, aluminum salts, chro- 
mium salts and tannins, for hardening and 
rendering it insoluble, and also with sub- 
stances, such as sugars, molasses and glycer- 
ine, for softening the product. Coloring mat- 
ter and inert substances may also be added. 
The reaction takes place in two stages. The 
gelatine is steeped in water, the softening 
agents are added, the gelatine is melted and 
a quantity of one or more of the hardening 
agents above enumerated is added. This is 
allowed to solidify, and the product is then 
steeped in a solution of the hardening agent, 
the duration of steeping depending on the 
strength of the reagent, the thickness of the 
article and the nature of the gelatine em- 


ployed. 
SULPHATE, NO. 29,386, 


Ammonium sulphate is produced by treat- 
ing mixtures of ammonium sulphite and sul- 
phate, which may be in solution. with gases 
containing sulphurous and sulphuric anhy- 
drides, such as gases obtained by the burn- 
ing of pyrites, with or without the addition 
of air. The treatment may be continued 
until an excess of sulphuric anhydride has 
been absorbed by the salt. 


ZINC OXIDE, NO. 29,485. 


Zine oxide is recovered in the form of a 
white fume from zinciferous materials by 
treating with a blast of air a charge built 
up of a number of layers of zinciferous ma- 
terial mixed with fuel for reduction alter- 
nating with layers of fuel. The pressure of 
the blast is at first low, then higher, and 
then lower again, but the temperature is not 
allowed to rise high enough to cause the re- 
duction of fron oxide or the fusion of the 
residue. The operation mav be conducted 
in a converter, or in an ordinary conical pot 
having a perforated false bottom, below 
which the air blast is admitted.

PROCESS OF MAKING WOOD STAIN, NO. 
1,024,531, 


A patent has been granted to Wm. H. 
Smith. of Minneapolis, Minn., for a proc- 
ess of making wood stain, as follows:— 


The process of making wood stain which con- 
sists first, In mixine together creosote oll. gas 
drips, benzin and kerosene, and allowine the 
same to stand and settle, then separating the 
settlings from the clear liquid and subsequently 
mixine therewith hoiled linseed oll, paint 
ground in oil and silica. 


FERTILIZER AND PROCESS OF PRO- 
DUCING THE SAME, NO. 1,024,880. 
Leonard R. Coates, of Baltimore, has 
becn awarded the following for producing 
fertilizer :— 


1. As a new fertilizing material, a neutral 
composition comprising insoluble avai'lable cal- 
cium phosphate in the form of an impalpable 
powder and having the charactertistics of 
heated material, intimately commingled with 
calcium sulfate. 


2. As a new fertilizing material, a neutral 
composition comprising insoluble available cal- 
cium phosphate in the form of an impalpable 
powder and having the character of heated 
material, intimately commingled with a cal- 
cium salt having fertilizing value. 


8. The process of making fertilizers which 
comprises calcining intimately commingled 
calcium phosphate and calcium carbonate at 
a temperature and under conditions convert- 
ine the latter into readilv slaking form, and 
slaking and neutralizing the calcines, neutrali- 
zation beine done with an acid giving salts 
having fertilizing value. 


4. The process of making fertilizers which 
comprises calcining intimately commineled cal- 
cium phosphate and calcium carbonate at a 
temperature and wnder conditions converting 
the latter into readilv slaking form, and slak- 
ing and neutralizine the calcine, neutralization 
being performed with sulfuric acid. 


6. The process of making fertilizers which 
comprises calcining intimately commingled cal- 
cium phosphate and calcium carbonate at a 
temperature and under conditions converting 
the latter into readily slakine form, and slak- 
ing and neutralizing the calcines with water 
containing an acid giving salts havine a fer- 
tilizine value. merely sufficient liquid being 
employed to give a dry product.
